counsel for the citizens’ committee. 
forty-three sealed indictments re- 
turned by the grand jury in its 
bunco inquiry during the latter part 
of the week and kept closely guard- 
ed by the solicitor-general, formed 
further field for speculation.

Pushing the fire alarm post 
through the doors of the Courthouse 
Soda company's store on the cor- 
nuer, the motor truck plunged Into 
the shop. At the counter, sipping 
sodas were Mrs. C. B. Meadows. of 
317 East Georgia avenue, the daugh- 
ter of Police Commissioner Johnson;

FAILS 10 ARRIVE 


New Reparations Com- 
munication From Berlin 
Fails to Reach Wash- 
ington Saturday Night. 


Washington, April 23.—Germany'’s 
new note to the United States on 
the reparations question had not 
arrived in Washington tonight, al- 
though press dispatches from Ber- 
lin said it was dispatched during 
the day. 

Officials at the state department, 
prior to the receipt of the German 
note, refused generally today to 
discuss the reparations question, 

One thing appeared certain in con- 
nection with the reparations ques- 
tion, so far as concerns Washing- 
ton. That was that should a reply 
be considered necessary to the new 
German note, the nature of the re- 
Ply would be laid before the diplo- 
matic representatives here of the 
allied governments before its dis- 
patch. This course is known to 
have been followed in the case of 
Thursday’s note to the Berlin gov- 
ernment. 


BRITAIN WILL ABIDE 
BY AGREEMENT. 

Lympne, England. April 23.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—It is Great 
Britain’s intention to abtde by the 
provisionsof theagreement arrived 
at in Paris last January with regard 
to what steps should be taken to 
coerce Germany into meeting her 
reparatins debt: she agrees that 
failure by Germany to meet hér ob- 
ligations in this respect should be 
metwith further pressure. 

This became known in the course 
of today’s meeting between Premier 
Briand and Premier Lloyd-George, 
who came here to confer on the 
situation arising from Germany's 
stand on the reparations question 
and what is to be done itf she con- 
tinues her recalcitrant attitude. 

French Proposals. 

M. Briand, at his own request. ex- 
plained to the British prime minis- 
ter at a conference, which occupied 
the best part of this afternoon and 
evening. the French, proposals for 
setting up an economic administra- 
tion, In part of Westphalla, includ- 
ing the Ruhr coal basin, should the 
Germans fail to pay the reparations 
due May 1. The. proceeds of this 
administration, such as taxation on 
coal exports and excess profits du- 
ties levied on German industrial es- 
tablishments would, under the 
French plan, be placed in a pool out 
of which the reparations would be 


paid the allies,

Andrew McElroy. of 246 Formwait

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PROTESTS FLED 
AGAINST PENSION 
PAYMENT SYSTEN 


Should Case Bé Placed in 
Court It Would Result 
in Holding Up $574,645 

| Now Due Veterans. 


Condemning the action of . Com- 
missioner J. W. Lindsay in paying 


the old class of Confederate pen- 
sioners, while ignoring for the sec- 
ond consecutive year the new class, 
created in 1919 by the general as- 
sembly, the Coweta county camp of 
veterans Saturday filed protests 
with both the governor and the 
pension department, which are the 
first of many objections that may 
resuJt in throwing the matter into 
the courts for settlement. 


While no official announcement 
has been made by the veterans af- 
fected by the commissioner's order, 
it is known that such action. is be- 
ing contemplated. The old soldiers 
take the position that the pension 
department has no authority to be 
partial to one class when the other 
has not been paid the fund appro- 
priated for this purpose in 1920. 

Should the_veterans place the 
case in the courts, it will result in 
the payments due to be made to 
the first installment of the old class 
by Wednesday of this week being 
halted by injinction proceedings un- 
til the question !s definitely set- 
tled. 

$1,100,000 Ia Due. 


Approximately $1.100.000 in pen- 
sions js due the new class. When 
the additional pensioners were cre- 
ated in 1919 no provision was made 
for their payment, as it was impos- 
sible for the legislators to foresee 
the number of qualified applicants. 
In 1920, however, an appropriation 
was made to pay the new class, but 
the funds were never provided. 
With this deficit confronting them, 
officials of the pension department 
are now at a loss as to how to pay 
the 1921 allowances, as no appro- 
priation was passed by the last 
general assembly. 

Warrants for $574,645 to pay the 


first installment of the old class 
have already been signed by the 
governor, it is stated, and payments 
will be started immediately. These 
payments will not cover the in- 


creases granted in 1920 by the gen- 
eral assembly, but wil] amount to 
the same sums paid the veterans 
last year. It is seen, thefefore, that 
a large deficit will be caueed by the 
non-payment of the increases.

Luther H. Still, of the At- 
lanta Typographical union, strong- 
ly opposed the resolution; which 
was finally adopted over a deter- 
mined resistance. Another feafure 
of the day was the passage of a 
resolution calling for a state hous- 
ing commission.

nesses appeared before the grand 
jury last week. These witnesses 
were closely guarded during their 
stay, and the solicitor-general 
would give no inkling as to what 
he had developed through them. 

A sensational development of Sat- 
urday were charges, supported by 
affidavits, made by Carl Hutcheson, 
Atlanta attorney, that Ernest Poole, 
brother of Chief of Detective Lamar 
Poole, had entered into a conspiracy 
to produce proof that Joe Ewing 
was a bunco operator, and that he 
had uncovered the plot and would 
reveal its machinations before the 
committee before it closes its work. 

Some weeks ago Chief Poole made 
the charge that Henry Rehard, 
banker of Lafayette, Ind., had iden- 
tified a photograph of Joe Ewing as 
that of one of the bunco operators 
who had fleeced him in Atlanta. 

“Did Not Identify Him.” 

Hutcheson declared that he took 
Ewing to meet the banker; that the 
banker denied he had ever seen 
Ewing before, and that he did not 
remotely resemble the man in the 
picture he had identified. He further 
charged that the picture was shown

the banker by Ernest Poole, and 
that it is the photograph of a no- 


torious criminal. 
In reference to Poole’s alleged 


participation in the -alleged con- 
spiracy, Attorney Hutcheson in a 
signed statement declared: ) 

“T know practically nothing of the 
past character of Ernest Poole, but 
this one act, brands his efforts as 
dastardly and villainous beyond re- 
lief. This act of Ernest Poole’s can- 
not be relieved, and only acts as a 
boomerang against his brother La- 
mar Poole, at whom I am amazed 
and surprised. As a citizen of At- 
lanta, a property holder, a member 
of the Georgia bar, a city official, 
and one who believes in pure, hon- 
est government, I assert, that re- 
gardless of any criticisms hurled 
at J. O. Ewing, he is today doing 
the city of Atlanta and the county 
of Fulton a great service.” 

Another development of the day 
was an appeal by W. L. Payne, the 
detective, accused by Nat McWhor- 
ter of accepting a $200 weekly bribe, 
for the public to suspend judgment 
until he has an opportunity to in- 
troduce his defense.

Not Worried Now 
By ‘‘Protection’’ 


Nat McWhorter, the negro “blind 
tiger’'operator, who testified at the 
bunco probe Friday night that he 
had paid Detective Payne $200 a 
week for protection against police 
raids, and who was arrested Satur- 
day afternoon on charges of beat- 
ing his wife, was arrested again at 
midnight on Saturday, charged with 
Molly 
Crawford. He was released on $100 
bond on the first charge, brought 
by his wife, and was let go on his 
own recognizance on the second 
charge. 

It was at first reported on Satur- 
day night that McWhorter had bar- 


: ricaded himself in his h -

able to deposit from time to time, I de- 
sired to allow my deposits to earn this 
interest. This is the sole and only reason 
that my money has been deposited in the 
savings departments of these banks. 

I have never known or felt that it was 
to a man’s discredit to have money in 
more than one institution, and inasmuch 
as under the rules of the banks, as I un- 
derstand them, 
money will bear interest even in the sav- 
ings department, and as I had coming into 
my hands funds belonging to my sister 
and her family, during the year 1920, which 
I felt would increase the amount I had 
on deposit above what I understood to be 
the amount interest was paid on, I opened 
an account in the Atlanta National bank 
in addition to the one I had and have 
since kept in the Fourth National bank. 

I am glad to say that my financial af- 
fairs have never suffered any serious loss, 
but I have been careful in making my 
investments, and in making loans, and 
have always been able to receive back 
whatever amounts I have loaned or in- 
vested, so that my savings have steadily 
increased in size and never decreascd. 

So much for a general outline of my 
business affairs. 

An effort has been made to create the 
impression that during the last three years 
I have accumulated considerable money, 
in order to bolster up the falae and peg- 
jured statements of negro criminals, whom 
I have prosecuted from time to time, in 
efforts to discredit me and blast my char- 
acter. I am unable to say who arranged 
the testimony of this negro in these mat- 
ters, but somebody trained him well, and 
he is a smart negro and followed instruc- 
tions to the letter. 

Had $1,595.79 Deposited. 

In January, 1918, I had on deposit in 
the Fourth National bank $1,595.79. Since 
that time I have deposited in that insti- 
tution from time to time (including the 
interest which was paid me annually and 
semi-annually) $11,667.70, making a_ total 
of $13,203.49. During the year 1920 I de- 
posited in the Atlanta National bank (in- 
cluding the interest paid me on the amonnts 
so deposited) $3,000.43; adding these 
amounts together makes a total deposit 
of $16,263.92. During this period I have 
drawn out of these banks for the purpose 
of making loans, buying property, or pay- 
ing living expenses, et ceq., sums aggre- 
gating $8,460, thus leaving a balance of 
$7,808.92.

in these amounts are several 
items that were drawn out of the bank 
and afterwards redeposited. To mention 
one, in 1919 I contemplated buying an 
automobile, and drew $1,900 out of the 
bank for the purpose of paying for it. The 
trade fell through and this money was 
included in a deposit made in the bank 
a few days later. So much for the bank. 
During the three years from January, 
1918, to January, 1921, I have worked 
regularly as a member of the Atlanta po- 
lice and detective department, and my 
salary aggregates $4,800. During that same 
period I have been paid as rewards for 
catching deserters, slackers, etc., $1,410, 
and since the condemnation of property 
under the prohibition enforcement laws

ed hauling liquor, etc., by myself and 
partner has been $2,081.73. In January, 
1918, the bank records introduced*in evi- 
dence show that I had $1,595 on deposit. 
They also show that I have $7,000 on de- 
posit now. In addition to these items, my 
sister and her husband have entrusted to 
my care for deposit until such time as 
we built a joint home, the sum of $4,500. 
So that instead of my bank account show- 
ing that I had received sums of money, as 
sworn to by the perjured testimony of the 
criminal negroes on the stand, it shows 
only the evidence of statements I have 
herein made. 
Perjury Is Charged. 

It ig not surprising, under the existing 
circumstances, that witnesses have been 
procured who were willing to perjure them- 
selves to destroy my character, or that 
of any other member of the police depart- 
ment. I have been picked out because I 
have had no family to support, have been 
frugal and economical in my living and 
habits, and have been able fo accumulate 
a small amount of money and property. 

Also I have been active in the prose- 
cution of criminals, as my record will 


show. 

The solicitor-generil of the Atlanta circuit 
has at his disposal and subject to his anu- 
thority all the powers of the state of Geor- 
gia, and the active assistance of large 
numbers of citizens whom he has enlisted 
‘in an attack on the police department. He 
published in the papers a general promise 
of immunity to negroes and criminals who 
would testify against members of the police 
and detective department, and among the 
criminals thus offered immunity, he has 
found fit subjects to be the beneficiaries 
of his immunity promise. I have prose- 
cuted all these criminals in the criminal 
courts. There are now pending against 
Nat McWhorter charges of the most serious 
natnure—he himself testifying that the 
bonds assessed against him aggregated $10,- 
000. 
These crimes include felonies, and he 
has been several times called before the 
grand jury where the solicitor-general could 
question him in any manner he saw fit, 
threaten him with dire punishment and 
otherwise browbeat and scare him with- 
out the public knowing, and without even 
the grand juries being able to tell the 
public -what has occurred within the sacred 
precincts of that assembly. He has un- 
limited money at his command, and where 
threats and coercion fails, money may pre- 
veil, It is, therefore, surprising only that 
there were not many other people included 
in the false and slanderous charges which 
have been hurled against me. 

During the last year, my partner ¢ 
myself prosecuted in the state courts f 
Fulton County 271 cases against criminals, 
included among them cases being cases 
against the negroes who testified against 
me, this number, two were nolle 
prossed, eight acquitted, three dismissed, 
leaving 258 cases where pleas of guilty or 
convictions were had, or where pleas of 
ecullty or convictions were had, or where 
bonds were forfeited. 

$8,925 of Bonds Forfeited. 

The records show that $8,925 of bonds 
were forfeited in cases prosecuted by us, 
collected, the Solicitor 
of the City Court of Atlanta and the So- 
licitor of the Atlanta Circuit, received more 
than $5,000 as the direct result of efforts 
made by Mr. West ind myself in the pros- 
ecution of criminals last year, From these 
items alone, not to mention the fines that 
were imposed in other cases where the bonds 
were not forfeited. Included in this 271 
eases were almost all classes of crimes 
but the great majority were violators of 
the prohibition law or the anti-gambiing 
laws. 

In addition to these state cases, there 
was equally as many prosecuted in the re- 
corder’s court where the evidence to con- 
vict was insufficient, so that fines were 
imposed in the Recorder's court, and they 
were not bound over to the State Court. 
We also prosecuted many cases in the Unit- 
ed States Court, and my entire fime, ex- 
cept a few hours when I slept, has been de- 
voted to this work, and I confidently claim 
that no officer in the State of Georgia can 
justly claim to have rendered more con- 
scientions service, or more intelligent and 
efficient service than Mr. West and myself, 
and other men who have been associated 
with us. 

I earnestly ask the people of Atlanta 
that I have done, 
and the record that I have made, before 
they say that I have done wrong, and all I 


want is an opportunity to present the facts

Rate Reductions, Tariff 
Protection and Credit 
Facilities to Be Sought 
by Federation. 


Wasiington, April 23.—Repeal of 
the guaranty section of the trans- 
Portation act, reduction in railroad 
rates, aud equal protection for ag- 
Ticulture. Was announced today as 
the législative Program which the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
Will recommend to congress as an 
aid to farmers. The program was 
formulated by the 
mittee of the federation after a 
two weeks’ conference here.

London, April 23.—The Daily 
Fireann, of Irish republican parlia- 
ment, has issued a proclamation 
warning that all who resort to Eng- 
lish courts of justice will be re- 
garded ag waging war on the life 
of the Irish community and will 
be treated accordingly, says a dis- 
patch from Ireland today. 

According to a Sinn Fein bulletin, 
The Dail Eireann held a session 
during the second week of April at 
which !t was resolved. in view of 
the success of the Belfast boycott, 
to instruct the republican ‘minis- 
ter for home affairs” to prepare 
plans for submission at the next 
Session for a general boycott of all 
English goods. Pending this, it was 
decided to issue a decree forbidding 
from May 1 the importation of many 
classes of goods of English origin, 
in accordance with the decision of 
the March session. 

The Dail Eireann also authorized 
a scheme for conciliation boards in 
sabor disputes and a decree for for- 
bidding election speeches in any but 
the Irish national language.

FORM ALLIANCE 


Acting Jo‘ntly to Protect 
Agriculture—Are Meet- 
ing Administration and 

_ Eastern Opposition.

Washington, April 23.—(By Con- 
Stitution Leased Wire.)—That there 
is developing a firm and formidable 
alliance of the agricultural south 
and west in congress to enact leg- 
islation that is not only stubbornly 
fought by the republican old guard 
of the east, but is just as vigor- 
ously opposed secretly, if not open- 


dy, by President Harding, is a sit- 


uation that is comforting the re- 
Publican senate insurgents and not 
pleasing to the administration. 

This condition will take concrete 
Shape next week in the Kenyon- 
Kendrick packer bill, and in the 
Capper-Tincher exchange trading 
bill, both of which the administra- 
tion opposes. And yet, through a 
combination of southern and west- 
€rn interests in congress, with the 
aid of the republican bolters of the 
Harding policies, as developed in 
the Colombian treaty fight, both of 
these measures are on the high road 
to final enactment. 

Packer Regulation. 

The Kenyon-Kendrick packer reg- 
ulation bill is to be brought forth 
at once. Its passage is to be ex- 
pedited. It commands a majority 
of votes in the senate. Could a se- 
cret ballot be taken it would lose. 


but republican senators from west 
of the Mississippi river are afraid 
to oppose it publicly. It would 
trust the government into a policy 
of violent conflict with Mr. Hard- 
ing’s political principles. 

“We will pass the bill within a 
month.” Senator Kenyon, of Iowa, 
said. “The bill will be reported out 
probably on Monday, just as it 
passed on January 24.” 

The Capper-Tincher bill to so reg- 


ulate trading in grain futures ag 
virtually to wreck the Chicago 
board of trade will follow the pack- 
er bill. With few exceptions the 
“Roosevelt”, republican senators 
who favor the packer bill and who 
oppose the Colombian treaty. even 
though it meant losing caste with 
the white house, will be found in 
10 on the grain exchange legisla- 
on. 

The progressive republican group 
in the senate now numbers about 
fifteen. On a strict party vote they 
could defeat administration meas- 
ures. There are thirty-seven dem- 
ocrats. Forty-nine is a majority in 
the senate. The progressives are 
inclined to force the fighting on 
matters in which they have a vital 
interest. . 

Harding’s Position. 

President Harding is 
to oppose such proposals as packer 
reguiation and the prohibitions on 
grain and cotton futures trading. 
When the opponents of the Kenyon- 
Kendrick bill succeeded in killing 
it in the house last March, they 
made no effort to conceal their be- 
lief that if it were ,enacted after 
Mr. Harding took office he would 
veto it. 

The senate vote for passage of 
the packer bill in January was 46 
to 33. Forty of those senators who 
were paired on the vote,‘the advo- 
cates of the legislation predict a 
minimum of fifty-five votes for the 
bill. They do not believe the white 
house could beat the bill, even 
— the president made the ef- 
ort. 

Supporters of the Capper-Tincher 
bill will be heard before the house 
committee on agriculture next week 


on Mondey and Tuesday and the aft- 


ernon of Friday. The opposition 
will have a hearing on Wednesday 
and Thursday and the forenoon of 
Friday. Four days of hearings on 
the Kenyon-Kendrick bill will be 
held by the house committee begin- 
ning May 2. The committee wil] 
report the measure on May 6. 

The body of the house is held to 
be just as strong for the packer 
bill as is the senate. The: rules 
committee prevented action in Feb- 
ruary and March.

The average close follower of se- 
curities for several weeks has been 
edopting this attitude, buying only 
on declines and selling on the first 
fair advance. 

The improvement in public inter- 
est and small increase in its buy- 
ing have been due largely to the 
more favorable news recently. The 
better news from the British 
strike situation, the abrogation of 
the national railroad wage agree- 
ments and a reduction in federal 
reserve bank rates in the Boston 
district at the end of last week, 
also a belief that railroad earn- 
ings should improve and the ad- 
vance in oil prices during the past 
week have caused a little more op- 
timistic feeling towards stocks. 

Any additional good news and 
most particularly some favorable 
legislation affecting business at 
Washington, should result in an in- 
crease in outside interest in stocks, 
but it is improbable that hea¥y pub- 
lic buying will be seen until busi- 
ness reports show further improve- 
ment. 

Spring business in many lines was 
quite good up to the first part of 
April, but during the current month 
there has been some retrogression, 
the bankruptcy record {fs 
again a matter of concern. 

Export movements continue to 
decrease nad imports are increas- 
ing. It is true that the most pes- 
simistic reports about business con- 
ditions have been changed to a more 
hopeful tone, that stocks of goods 
of all kinds have been greatly re- 
duced with an actual shortage in 
some lines, but the public wants 
to see definite and sustained im- 
provement in general business be- 
fore it will buy stocks. The spec- 
ulative public is meant thereby, 
but the investor for income and 
safety of principal is steadily ab- 
sorbing stocks, while some of the 
richest men in the country are buy- 
ing heavily, usually, however, only 
when the price suits them, know- 
ing that it is just a question of 
time before prices for many gsecuri- 
ties will be greatly higher.

Murdered Man 
Of Noble Birth, 
Says Confidant 


Atlantic City, N. J., April 23.— 
Slain as mysteriously as he had 
lived, Henry Fuhler, whom visitors 
to Atlantic City regarded as an ex- 
traordinary hotel clerk, has now be- 
come an official mystery for the 
police to solve. Who. was Fuhler 
and whence did he draw the income 
whéch enabled him to spend freely 
for years in the gay resorts of At- 
lantic City, amounts far exceeding 
his income? 

Stephen Lenz. a tailor, the only 
confidant of the 53-year-old man of 
mystery, says Henry Fuhler’s right 
name was Von Tickler, and that his 
mother was a Von Buelow, a close 
relative of Field Marshal Von Bue 
low, and of the present Count Von 
Buelow, regarded as the strong 
right arm of Hugo Stinnes, Ger- 
many’s croesus. The hotel. clerk, 
who worked for many years behind 
the counters of modest hostelries, 
varying his career with a brief ex- 
perience in the menial position of 
steward, was really entitled to cal! 
himself Count Heinrich Von Tick- 
ler, according to the German-Ameri- 
can tailor who heard the mystery 
man’s story from his own lips. 

Fuhler, as he was Known here, 
was found dead in a vacant lot with 
his skull smashed. It ts intimated 
a Kaiser-true band may have thought 
it had cause to kill this expatriate 
German because he was not intern- 
ed during the war, being regarded 
as not dangerous by the local au 
thorities. He was registered, how- 
ever, as an alien enemy. 

Fuhler came to America twenty- 
six years ago at the age of 28, Lenz 
said, having quarreled with his fa- 
ther over the division of the estate 
of the father's brother, a colonel 
of the Prussian army. Cut off from 
this estate. the exile for years re- 
ceived remittances from the Von:

A BANK CATECHISM 


BY STUART H. PATTERSON 
Comptroller Guaranty Trust Company of New York 
Indorsed by the Educational Committee of the Georgia 
Bankers’ Association. 


Q. Is it desirable for a bank to 
lend money to its depositors? 

A. It is desirabte, when loans are 
properly secured, and furthermore, 
one of the purposes of a bank is to 
assist and promote the transaction 
of business, and its depositors 
should have preference over those 
who are not depositors. 

Q. Should a bank lend money ex- 
cept on collateral? 

A. Theoretically, a bank never 
lends money unless there is some 
kind of collateral or means of re- 
payment, although the collateral 
may not always be in its posses- 
sion. That is, a bank should not 
and would not lend money unless 
there is an equity of some kind 
which will insure the return of the 
monev to the bank, but whether the 
actual collateral shall be deposited 
with the bank depends largely on 
the character of the person or or- 
ganization making the loan, afd 
the nature of the business or the 
purpose for which the money is 
borrowed. The officers and direc- 
tors of a bank must know not only 
the character and relicbility of the 
prospective borrower, but, when 
actual collateral is not deposited, 
should also know the purposes for 
which the money is borrowed, the 
soundness of the business and the 
ability of the borrower to pay on 
maturity. 

Q. What are the chief features 
that a bank must consider when 
called upon to make a loan? 

A. A bank must look first to the 
safety of the loan, whether it will 
be paid promptly upon maturity, 
and whether the collateral securing 
it will have a ready market in case 
of default at maturity. Next, 
whether, in view of the maturities 
of its other loans and the probable 
withdrawal of deposits at certain 
seasons of the year, it can lend the 
money for the period desired by the

A. No. A bank must keep a cer- | 


tain part of its assets in very liquid 
form and must arrange the ma- 
turity of its outstanding loans so 
that the money will flow into the 
bank when needed, and it must be 
prepared to take equal care of all 
of its customers when occasions 
arise. Therefore, a prospective. bor- 
rower may not be accommodated, 
even though his proposition or col- 
lateral may be of the highest quali- 
ty, if the bank thinks that it would 
be unwise to lend more money at 
such time. 

Q. It is necesSary, then, for a 
banker not only to keep close watch 
on his business of the day, but also 
to look well into the future? 

A. Yes. A banker must be a keen 
observer and be able to foresee not 
only future conditions regarding 
the transactions of his own bank, 
but general business conditions as 
well. To be successful he must be a 
man of high mentality and broad 
experience, with a general knowl- 
edge of all kinds and ‘conditions of 
business. 

Q. Does a banker occupy a higher 
nosition of trust than the average 
business man? 

A. From the nature of his busi- 
ness he must be of the highest 
standing, or his success will be 
limited. He may be an honest man, 
yet if he is lacking in business 
judgment, people will not entrust 
their funds to his care, and he will 
not be successful. On the other 
hand, he may be a most competent 
business man, but if people feel 
that he is weak or too sharp he 
will be even less successful than 
the foregoing type of banker. A 
banker, therefore, must not only be! 
honest, but he must also keep his | 
bank in such condition that the/ 
money deposited therein, can be} 
promptly returned when required. |

Administration to With- 
hold Recognition Until 
Assurances of Obregon’s. 
Good Faith Are Received.

Washington, April 23.—Two de- 

velopments in the relations of the 
United States toward Mexico have 


come to light in connection with 
the return to Washington of George 


H. Summerlin, American charge d’af- 
faires in Mexico City. Summerlin, 


is now in conference with officials 
of the state department. From his 
Visit is expected to develop the ad- 
ministration’s exican policy. 

*First, it fs learned that President. 
Obregon, in an official statement 


which was forwarded to the state | 


department, has opened the way.ta 
any advance which this government 
may care to make for the establish- 
ment Of satisfactory American- 
Mexican relations. 

Second, it can be stated that there 
is no disposition to accord recogni- 
tion to the Obregon government un- 
til adequate assurances have been 
obtained by the United States that 
Mexico will fulfill her international] 
obligations. 

It is revealed now that when 
President Obregon issued his recent 
Statement setting forth Mexico’s 
readiness. to settle her outstanding 
foreign questions, copies of the 
statement were transmitted over the 
signature of Foreign Minister Pani 
to the foreign embassies and jega- 
tions in Mexico City. Obregon’s 
statement thus constituted an offi- 
cial document on Mexican policy. A 
copy is now receiving the attention 
of<the state department. 

General Obregon, in this state- 
ment, declared that stable govern- 
ment had been established in Mex- 
ico, that pacification.of the country 
had been effected and that the con- 
dition of the treasury was such that 
revenue exceeded the current ex- 
penses. 

Burning to foreign affairs, Obre- 
gOn asserted that the Mexican gov- 
ernment was prepared to protect 
the lives and interests of “both na- 
tionals and foreigners.” 

From the state department’s point 
of view, however, his most impor- 
tant pledges were: 

1. That congress already had be- 
Sun the consideration of legislation 
Which would settle the oil contro- 
versy, eliminating any confisca- 
tory features which might be con- 
tained in article 27 of the 1917 con- 
stitution, 

2. That Mexico was ready to con- 
sider the claims for damages to for- 
eign property during the revolution 
and that a special committee would 
adjust these claims. 

These points will constitute two 
of the chief issues on which Ameri- 
can policy will be fixed during Sum.- 
merlin’s stay here. 

On the basis of both Summerlin’s 
report and the view held at present 
by the state department, it is indi- 
cated that the administration does 
not feel inclined to recognize Obre- 
Zon until he has presented more 
complete assurances that his pledges 
will be carried out. 

The question still undecided is the 
course which the United States 
should adopt in seeking complete 
satisfaction from Obregon. The lat- 
ter’s statement of policy leaves the 
way open for a reply from this gov- 
ernment, but whether such a reply 
will be made and whether it would 
contain suggestions for a written 
agreement have not been deter- 
mined. oe 

There is keen appreciation itn ad- 
ministration circles of Obregon’s 
difficulty at home. While his good 
faith is not doubted, it is recogniz- 
ed, for instance, that he cannot 
guarantee the Mexican congress will 
Pass all legislation he recommends 
to clarify the international situa- 
tion. 

The tendency here is to withhold 
recognition until Mexican action 
translates some of Obregon’s prom- 
ises into accémplished facts. 

If Obregon fails in this, the Amer- 
ican problem, in the view of state 
department officials, is to develop 
a course of action which will bring 
the question to a head and insure

“Savannah has placed Miss Car- 
lotta Alexander, who has made a 
study of local conditions regarding 
Ssubnormal and abbnormal children 
in the public schools. This work 
will be carried on next year ina 
much more comprehensive way 
than ever before. 

“Clubs of the district have con- 
tributed $608 to the maintenance 
fund and $1,419’ to the endowment 
fund of the Tallulah Falls school.” 

Mrs. Evans then introduced Mrs. 
heard from! A. P. Brantley, of Blackshear, vice 
president at.‘large, who gave a 
most interesting report, after 
which Mrs. James E. Hays. of 
Montezuma, president of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
was presented and gave .the ad- 
dress of the evening. 

Mrs. Hays’ Splendid Address. 

It was impossible to listen to 
Mrs. Hays’ address without gaining 
a better conception and a more 
vital interest in clubs activity. She 
began by explaining how the fed- 
eration adjustsits program to meet 
the needs of the hour. For instance, 
Americanization, American citizen- 
ship and thrift. 

Community Service, like civics, 
she said, was not stressed so much 
by the clubs this year because the 
club women are already so well 
educated along these lines. 

She gave a.brief, but compre- 
hensive, analysis of the federation, 
calling attention to the fact that 
there are now 41,000 club women 
in Georgia who are not only work- 
ing to ymprove conditions in their 
own communities, but are using 
their organized strength to accom- 
plish some very definite things, 
among the mast important of 
which are the Tallulah Falls school 
for mountain boys and girls and 
the student aid fund, which has 
already loaned to 178 girls in 1190 
counties, thereby enabling them to 
secure an education, 

Referring to the future work, 
Mrs. Hays urged the women-to do 
everything possible to advertise 
Georgia, and as the fist step, to 
work together to eliminate the 
things which .are causing Georgia 
to lag behind in any direction. 
Georgia is far behind in the teach- 
ing of home economics for instance. 
Sixty high schools in Georgia are 
teaching agriculture, while only 
eight are teaching the art of home 
making. 

"Our health conditions must be 
improved also,’ said Mrs. Hays. 
She then quoted from a recent in- 
terview which Dr. Abercrombie, of 
the state hoard of health. who has 
compiled some illuminating sta- 
tistics showing that Georgia can- 
not advance very much industrial- 
ly until health conditions are very 
much improved. 

Among the bills which the club 
women are working to have’ pass- | 
ed are: An’ appropriation of $250,- | 
000 for a dormitory at the State 
university; a mother’s pension law, 
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and in federal laws, a bill to re- 
move the civil disabilities of wom- 
en, the Sheppard-Towner bill for 
the protection of motherhood an? in- 
fancy,’ the Smith-Towne bill and 
the Fess bill.

during the year. . 

One of the interesting cases be- 


'fore the cdémmission last week was 
»that of a man 


who was kicked in 
the chin by a cow, resulting in his 
neck being broken. The dairy, of 
course, was held liable for’ the 
death, since the cow was its prop- 
erty and the man was in the per- 
formance of his duties at the time 
of the accident. 

In another case, an employer ia 
asked to make the proper settle- 
ment under the compensation law 
for the death of an employee who 
swallowed a tack while working on 
furniture. 

But the most interesting appii- 
cation is found in a case where a 
workman fell into a river while 
working on a bridge. He succeeded 
in reaching the shore, but on !ook- 
ing back saw that his hat had been 
lost. Hie then attempted to swim 
back, but was drowned.

In Great Britain 


April . 23.—Miss 
Ruyden, leader of a movement to 
inuuce the Church of England to 
admit women preachers to its pul- 
‘pills, has been permitted to conduct 
uw week-day service in St. Paul's and 
st. bBotolph’s churches, despite a 
protest which had been made by 
the Kight Kev.

| Georgia Report to D. A. R. Congress 


(Report of state regent, Mrs. Max 
- sateunG, to the Continental Con- 
reese. D. A. R.) 
Madam President-General, 
and Members of the 
Continental Congress: 


One year ago the Georgia society 
bestowed upon me an honor which 
I value as one of the greatest 
privileges of my life—to serve our 
beloved society of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, and 
through it to give service to 
“home and country.” 

With so many opportunities to 
serve aiong the lines of patriotic 
education, Americanization and 
world re-construction, we but re- 
alige that each year should show 
a larger and broader work, which 
is but the natural growth of a 
Great patriotic body. Not that we 
would, in any measure, depart from 
the aims and purposes of our so- 
ciety, but each period requires pa- 
triotic effort from a different 
viewpoint. 

The success of the past year’s 
work has been accomplished only 
through individual co-operation 
and that of the many chapters over 
the state. Also would I pay tribute 
to the members of the state execu- 
tive board with whom it has been 
my happy privilege to serve. In 
each officer and chairman effi- 
ciency has been the rule and there 
‘is a harmony of spirit and patriotic 
devotion which accounts for much 
of the splendid progress we are 
making. 

Both a great

For the sake of con- 
venience, the funds for the memorial 
fountain honoring the pilgrim moth- 
ers and a painting which is to 
be a gift to the French govern- 
ment—a gift commemorative of the 
sacrifices of our boys on the altar 
of liberty in the world war—have 
heen raised also by the committee 
on Americanization.

The opera opens with a 
prologue, where Mefistofele is 
represented as hovering between 
heaven and earth, mockingly ad- 
dressing the Almighty. Discussing 
Faust with the Mystic Chorus, he 
wagers that he can entice the 
philosopher from the path of vir- 
tue. His ehallenge accepted, Me- 
fistofele leaves to begin his ma- 
chinations against the soul of 

Faust. 

Act I, finds he aged philosopher, 
Faust, and the pupil, Wagner, ob- 
serving a gray Friar who seems to 
be following their movements. 
Faust is alarmed and the teacher 
and pupils leave the publie square 
for the laboratory of Faust. The 
gray Friar follows Faust there and 
hears the philosopher’s soloquy on 
his deep content, his love tor God 
and fellow man.. It is then that 
the Friar appears, throws off his 
disguise and reveals himself as 
the Devil, offering to be Faust’s 
Servant if he will accompany him. 
Faust tells -Mef "stofele that if he 
will show him one hour oft happi- 
ness, for that hour he will sel] his 
soul. The bargain closed, they set 
forth. 

Act II., the first scene, finds the 
pair in the garden of Margaret— 
Faust now a handsome young man 
known as Henry. Mefistofele 
makes sarcastic love to Martha, 
represented as mother of Mar- 
garet, and Faust pleads for a meet- 
ing alone with the maiden, The 
maid will not consent because she 
Says her mother sleeps but lightly, 
so Faust gives her a sleeping 
draught, telling Margaret that it 
will only serve to’make her mother 
sleep more soundly. The scene 

to the mountain of the 
Brocken, a wild, weird scene, 
where the wind whistlés dolefully.

A red stain on 
her neck horrifies him and Mefis- 
tofele, laughing, bids him turn 
away his eves. The act closes ina 
mad scene of rjotousness. 

Act III, opens on the prison cell 
of Margaret, who lies on a straw 
bed, raving of the cruelty of her 
jailers, who she accuses of throw- 
ing her babe into the ocean. Mefis- 
tofele and Faust enter. Faust beg- 
ging that his companion save the 
tortured girl. Faust Is reminded 
that it is his own fault, but prom- 
ises an effort in Margaret's behalf. 
Faust goes to Margaret and urges 
her to fly with him. Mefistofele’s 
return to the cell drives the girl 
into a frenzy. She forgives Faust 
and dies in his arms. 

The opera now transfers its ac- 
tion to distant Greece, where Me- 
fistofele has resurrected the beau- 
tiful Helen of Troy for Faust’s fur- 
ther temyptation. Faust becomes 
enamored of the fair Helen and 
Mefistofele leaves. him there. The 
epilogue which closes the opera 
showse Faust returned to his stu- 
dio, old and feeble and remorsefu!, 
having tasted earthly pleasures 
and found them empty.

Prefers Studio Work.

Then, one appreciates the 
garment and gets more pleasure out of 
wearing it. 


Dislikes Buying Clothes, 

Though I dislike buying clothes it’s 
curious that I never, never tire of get- 
ting hats. I could buy hats all day. 
I love hats. I believe I was_ born 
with an affectionate feeling for them. 
I love large ones ahd small ones and 
silk ones and satin ones, sport, dress 
or evening hats. It doesn’t even matter 
what shade they are for me to warm 
up to them, but one of the great fa- 
vorites is a certain shade of old blue 
that makes my eyes look very blue. A 
big room in my home is a silent wit- 
ness to my fondness for hats. I have 
it arranged amost like a shop, with 
row upon row of hat boxes all care- 
fuly catalogued. 

Hats Very Important. 

Somehow, I have an idea that I look 
better in a hat than without one, so 
I am ever sO much more comfortabie 
when wearing cne. I never let an op- 
portunity slip by for displaying some 
clever creation in pictures or private 
life, and I even scheme around to get 
to wear them with my dinner gowns. 
To me most women are more attrac- 
tive in hats, because the majority of 
them do not have exquisitely kept hair 
and the coiffure certainly must be just 
right if one goes bareheaded.

We should ney- 
er sacrifice our physical happiness just 
for some fashion whim. Sport clothes 
are so comfortable, and, since I am so 
fond of sports I adore wearing them.

Pennsylvania is perhaps the 
best known of these states because 
of the severity of its board of cen- 
sorship. 

Yet, despite this rigid supervisjen 
of what the people shall see on the 
screen, Pennsylvania does not seem 
to be appreciably better than its 


/sister states. Crime continues and

the professional reformers prompt- 
ly lay the blame at the door of 
motion pictures. Their ignoranc 
is appalling or if the 
are familiar with the history of 
the United States, they fail to note 
that “ere was an identical wave 
of lawlessness following our civil 
war. Just who or what the re- 
formers of that day blamed is un- 
known. But there were no motion 
pictures then! 

What, then, will be the real re- 
sults if censorship is established? 

To the _ public, censorship will 
mean photoplays butchered beyond 
hope of reéecogniton and the event- 
ual halting of motion picture pro- 
duction. The photoplay has de- 
veloped an artistic form of its own. 
Like the stage play and the novel, 
it has a dramatic entity that is the 
result of the finest possible artistie 
labor. The moment that finished 
product is tampered with the 
smooth flow of the continuity is 
broken, the interest of the specta- 
tor is lost and the picture becomes 
failure, 


The public today awards its ap- 
proval and support only to the best 
of screen productions. It requires 
every ounce of artistry that the 
producers possess to make photo- 
plays that will win the approba- 
tion of the public. If the picture 
falls short of the high standard 
set by the public, that picture be- 
comes a financial and artistic fail- 
ure. And if a pic®ure is to be cut 
and altered to meet the whims and 
fancies of a board of censors, it 
is bound to fall short of that stand- 
ard. 

It {is well-nigh impossible to pro- 
duce a motion picture that will not 
meet with some degree of condem- 
nation from Gne source or another. 
By the same reasoning, it is im- 
possible to produce a photoplay 
that will pass a board of censorship 
without being cut. It is the duty 
of the censors to censor and censor 
they will, whether the picture needs 
it or not. Censors are not divine; 
they are possessed of personal likes 
and dislikes. And the picture is 
made to suffer for these personal 
preferences. The case of the wom- 
an censor in one of the eastern 
states who has an aversion to fu- 
nerals and insists on all scenes 
showing funeral services being de- 
leted is an example of how large 
a part personal whims play in the 
working of censorship.

RIGHTEOUS ‘INDIGNATION, 

Law-respecting Georgians gener- 
ally will agree with Dr. Spencer R. 
Stone that “the recent and fre- 
quent escapes of prisoners in 
Geargia arouses the indignation of 
honest taxpayers,” as he expresses 
it in a communication in another 
column of this page. 

Dr. Stone is a prominent physi- 
cian of Atlanta, not given to hys- 
teria nor to criticism of public offi- 
cials ill-advisedly or without ample 
reason for doing so. 

And particularly in this instance 
his “indignation” is righteous in- 
dignation. 

A few weeks ago a nationally- 
notorious bank swindler was 
caught “red-handed” in the act of 
mulcting one of the leading banks 
of Atlanta to the tune of approxi- 
mately $10,000. He was arrested 
by Pinkertons, taken to the Atlanta 
police station and turned over to 
the detective department. 

Without guard he was permitted 
to go with an attorney into the 
detective headquarters consultation 
room for a “conference” behind 
closed doors. 

Presently he was gone from 
there—he had made his getaway 
by simply crawling through an 
open window to freedom—and, so 


far as we know, he is still at lib- 


erty, and, perhaps, still swindling 
banks. 

Just a few days ago a convict 
was brought to Atlanta to testify 
as a witness in a case on trial. 
Returning, his keeper—at the pris- 


oner’s request—accompanied him 


to a hotel on a supposed errand; 
man was per- 
mitted to escape through a rear 
entrance to the building, and prob- 
ably would be going yet had he 
not voluntarily returned to the 
Fulton county Tower and given 
himself up! 

The escape of the _ notorious 
bunco gangster, Abe Powers, from 


the state prison farm at Milledge- 


ville, alluded to by Dr. Stone, is 


still. fresh in the public mind. 


Society pays large sums of 
money to employ officials to pro- 
tect it against crime—as our Cor- 
respondent puts it, “to arrest and 
retain criminals.” 

These men were arrested, placed 
in the hands of public servants 
paid to hold them in custody of 
the law. 

They are gone! 

Had they overpowered their 
guard, or had they sawed bars or 
by other violent means procured 
their liberty there might possibly 
have been a measure of excuse for 
the keepers. 

But in each of these instances 
the criminal escaped with the ease 
with which a mischievious school- 
boy plays “hookey!” 

For the guardians of the public 
safety to say “I thought” so-and-so, 
or “I was told that the man was 
to be trusted,” will never do—it 
will not satisfy the public! 

A mam competent to be entrust- 
ed witb the custody of desperate 
criminals is not supposed to 
“think” anything relating to the 
security of their charges. They 
are supposed only to know! 

They are supposed to take noth- | 
ing for granted! 

Bank swindlers and confidence 
buncoists, of all types of criminals, 
are shrewd, quick-witted, cunning 
as a fox, resourceful. 

They necessarily have the out- 
ward appearance of the ‘“gentle- 
man;” they bear the apparent 
marks of refinement and_ trust- 
worthiness—otherwise, they would 
not be able to swindle or to gain 
their victims’ confidence. 

Their business requires that. 

Men entrusted with the custody 
of desperate criminals should be 
men who know something about 
human nature —especially some- 
thing about the nature and wiles 
and tactics and cunning and sub- 
tletry of men who make their liv- 
ing by craftiness and by outwit- 
ting their fellowmen. 

Supplied with guns and hand- 
cuffs and leg-irons and steel cages 
and padlocks—as our Atlanta and 
Georgia prisoner custodians are— 
the mere ‘bald fact of the escape of 
a prisoner is proof that somebody 
in the employ of the public failed 
in the performance of his duty!

A CENTURY AFTER. , 
On May 5 the centenary of the 
death of Napoleon Bonaparte will 
be celebrated. 


Already the announcement of it 
has started something like a world 
controversy. 

The mere mention of the name 
“Napoleon” anywhere, and at any 
time, sets the argumentative pow- 
ers of laymen and military man in 
action. 


His pictured face, on an office 
wall, is enough to make the caller 
on important business forget his 
mission and follow the “Little 
Corporal” through splendid battle 
scenes to the final field of Wa- 
terloo: 

The world will never have done 
with him, one way or another. 
Forever it will fight his battles 
over—defending and assailing. 

His “faith in a star’ was not 
misplaced. The light of that star 
led armies in the late world-war, 
but the Ambition that created it 
sent another would-be world-con- 
queror to worse than death. 

Recent eminent English criti- 
cism has not spared the Napoleonic 
tradition. Napoleon has been 
called “a litthe man in a cocked 
hat,” and “a very little man,” at 
that! w 
They never will “leave him alone 
in his glory!” 

So there will be universal cele- 
bration of the centenary of his 
death; with France, of course, lead- 
ing—always loya] to his great 
memory. 

And after what changes of Time 
—from empire to republic eternal; 
with the blood of late fresh-fought 
battles still coloring her clods— 
the “red rain” yet on her ruined 
fields! 

It was predicted that Napoleon’s 
downfall marked the end of war. 
That was as far as they could read 
the future then. 

But his, battlefields were as play- 
places, and his battles like playing 
at war to what the world has 
since witnessed. 

His fame, bright and dark, needs 
no reviving, but a century after his 
death there will be a revival of 
all that went to make him honored 
or condemned. 

We shall have poems, pamphlets, 
and perhaps new histories of the 
man and his campaigns. 

In the celebrating time Waterloo 
will stand out in the mind of 
France. Her chief and victorious 
enemy then is now her ally, and 
the blood shed for her by that ally 
has wiped out old scores.

TOBACCO TEST FARM. 

At the last session of congress 
the federal appropriation for c@g 
ducting tobacco experiments Was} 
increased sufficiently to enable the 
United States office of tobacco in- 
vestigation to establish a tobacco 
test farm in Georgia. The money 
should be put to use as intended 
without unnecessary delay. 

Plans already have been made 
looking to a number of experi- 
ments to determine what fertilizer 
is needed on the various Georgia 
soils, what varieties of tobacco are 
best adapted to these soils, the 
best time for planting, best meth- | 
ods of cultivation, and to. shed 
practical light upon many other 
problems that are of vital concern 
to the tobacco growers of this 
state. 

These experiments will be con- 
ducted on the farms of the Coastal 
Plains experiment station at Tifton. 

The Tifton station is only two 
years old, but already it has se- 
cured much information that 
should prove valuable to south 
Georgia farmers. 

The tobacco experiments are to 
be conducted co-operatively with 
the United States office of tobacco 
investigation, the Coastal Plains 
experiment station and the state 
college of agriculture. 

The broad experience and wide 
observation of these institutions 
would undoubtedly make it possible 
to obtain the best and most accu- 
rate information in the shortest 
time possible. 

Tobacco is a new crop in south 
Georgia, it not having been grown 
to any commercial extent prior to 
the appearance of the boll weevil. 

In some localities it is taking 
the place of cotton, to a great ex- 
tent, as a “money crop,” and, while 
cotton may never be entirely sup- 
planted as the  south’s’ main 
“money crop,” the continued rav- 
ages of the boll weevil makes it 
more and more evident each year 
that our farmers will have to de- 
pend to a greater extent upon 
crops other than cotton as yielders 
of farm revenue. Tobacco sug- 
gests itself as a lucrative substi- 
tute for cotton in this respect. 

This assistance from the federal 
government comes at a time when 
it is badly needed, and the results 
obtained should mean much to the 
farmers of the coastal plains sec- 
tion of Georgia. 

Last year only a little under 
10,000,000 pounds of flue-cured to- 


against practically none whatever 
six years ago. i 

It has been demonstrated that 
when proper methods are used to 
bacco can be made to yield a good 
profit on our south Georgia sandy 
soils, and the industry merits un- 
reserved encouragement. 


Senator Harris and the south 
Georgia representatives in the 

ouse share in that view, and suc- 
eeeded in impressing it upon their 
colleagues to such an extent that 
the appropriation for tobacco ex- 
perimentation was increased by 
$9,000, which made possible the 
experiments in Georgia. 

Now that a tobacco test farm is 
provided for it should be located 
on the most all-round advantageous 
site. 


THE TIME TO BUY COAL. 


Householders are urged to place 
their orders now for next winter’s 
coal supply, by the Wholesale Coal 
Trade association, of New York, 
in a circular warning that “an 
acute scarcity of both anthracite 
and bituminous coal next fall is 
probable unless both commercial 
and domestic users contract for 
their requirements immediately.” 

“Bituminous prices,” says the 
association, “are at rock bottom, 
and production is greatly reduced 
because of the lack of demand;” 
and, it admonishes the consuming 
public— 

“The seriousness of the situation 
hinges upon the inability of the 
mines to produce or the railroads to 
move during the winter months, suf- 
ficient coal to take care of ‘the 
normal requirements. The inevita- 
ble high prices flowing. from such 
conditions may be aggravated by 
a demand from foreign users, due 
to the strike in Great Britain.” 

In the opinion of coal men, the 
only way to avoid a repetition of 
last year’s distressful shortage, 
with the inevitable high prices of 
the winter of 1920-21, is for pur- 
chasers to begin buying—to place 
their orders now, thus to encour- 
age production on a scale that will 
insure a plénteous supply through- 
out the year. 

It is a psychological ‘fact that 
when coal, or any other ‘essential 
commodity, is high priced—and 
scarcity more than anything else 
is the cause of high prices—every- 
one is in the market for a supply; 
and statistics show that when the 
price of a given commodity de- 
clines the demand for it declines 
also. , 

Furthermore, it is pointed out 

that if buying of coal be postponed 
until next fall “the railroads will 
be unable to transport sufficient 
fuel from the mines to the inland 
cities because of the inadequate 
car supply and the congestion on 
the roads,” which is a logical argu- 
ment, and must appeal] to the good 
judgment of all citizens who are 
even ‘réasomably well informed on 
the transportation situation. 
' Also, better grades of coal will 
be obtainable by the . average 
householder’ as .a result of early 
buying for the reason that unusual 
demand often leads to the mining 
of inferior coal. 

.Buy’ your coal now! 

It will be to your own advan- 
tage; it will help avert hardship 
and possible suffering next win- 
ter; it will help business; and it 
will materially assist in the solu- 
tion of the transportation and un- 
employment problem. 


TALK GOOD TIMES. 

If the “calamity class” in the lit- 
tle home-towns, as well as the big 
cities, worked half as hard at any 
helpful thing as they seem to work 
at preaching pessimism, the good 
results would be surprising all 
around. 

It would be a good thing for 
themselves and their communities 
if they visioned the brighter side 
of things, and took advantage of 
every opportunity to keep on the 
bright side. 

Speaking of the pessimistic talk 
which hampers the progress of 
commercial activity and expan- 
sion, The Walton (Ga.) News 
Says: 

‘Tf you can’t see anything good 
in the future get some other fellow 
to do your looking for you until 
you can adjust yourself to condi- 
tions and acquire a better perspec- 
tive of affairs in general. 

“If you want to create disaster go 
out and preach it until other people 
begin to take stock in what you say 
and see things as you do.

Red, But An Artist. 


an artist, some critic said, 
is the man who can compel inter- 
est in his work, no matter what 
you may think of his beliefs. And 
though Miss Ethel Sidgwick may 
sing “The Red Flag” with Der- 
mot Lane, she is still the heiress of 
that heir of the ages, Henry James, 
and—with a difference—of other 
heiress of the ages, Jane Austen. 
To one who puts “mere verbal 
felicity” as Frank Harris has it, 
above all other literary cnarms, 
Miss Sidgwick’s name could never 
be anathema. Detftness,. incredible 
lightness of touch. turns of phrase 
as beautiful as Botticelli’s turn of 
a hand—iet her be as scarlet, she 
is still on the extreme literary 
right, and still the most delightful 
woman of our day. Daughter of 
an Oxford don, that Arthur Sidg- 
wick, who could be witty in Gréek, 
cousin to the delicately bourgeois 
Bensons (bourgeois, of course, in 
the Marxian sense), niece or some- 
thing by marriage to Arthur Bal- 
four himself, onetime mistress of 
girls’ schools—and a red. What's 
the world coming to? 

But, yet, though ladies may fancy 
footmen, though Henry Wickens 
may fancy surgeons’ typists, though 
Erith Flemings may fancy Mousies 
who were stable boys and are now 
motor mechanics, though Marjories 
may fancy fSardeners oddly called 


Vane-Peacocks, the footmen marry 
ladies’ maids, the Eriths marry 
captains in super-equisite regiments, 
the Marjories marry Robert Brad- 
ings, the Vane-Peacocks marry Alice 
Eccleses, the Miss Astleys marry 
the Mousies and the Henrys marry 
no one at all, because there simply 
isn’t any one nice enough. he 
classes, in the Sidgwick fictions. 
are still inviolate. And ghe stil) 
has her little weakness for 590 
pound horses—!t would be delicious 
to overhear Henry “tell Titus.” But 
it is very difficult to tell Miss 
Sidgwick.

We should have seen it coming: Eric 


and, of course, we can, now. We 
can see quite Plainly all the lit- 
tle red beans that Miss Ethel Sidg- 
wick has. dropped here and there 
aiong her literary way—though evi- 
dently not with the least idea of 
finding her way. back to the dis- 
interested days of “Le Gentleman.” 


We knew that Miss Sidgwick was 
as nearly .a conscientious objector 
as one of her sex has occasion to 
be—we have read ‘“Jamesie.” But 
‘‘Madam” is quite a definite declara- 
tion, though, not at all a plain and 
simple one, of her adherence to 
the extreme political left. To be 
much more downright than Miss 
Sidgwick's manner would ever al- 
low her to be, ‘“‘Madam” is a socia!- 
ist document: a socialist document, 
but so delicately veiled, withal, that 
a. reader not versed in. Miss Sidge- 
wick’s exquisite implications and 
withdrawals might, if he were in- 
trigued to the end, lay “Madam” 
down with the pleasantly erroneous 
impression that he had merely as- 
sisted at the joining of two lov- 
ing hearts—probably, though it is 
not so stated, at a registry of- 
fice. 

‘‘Madam” was Miss Astley, “secre- 
tary. typist and general prompter 
on the home stage, to Mr. Forrest, 
of Harley street, the noted surgeon. 
. « '« ne was eternally pallid, 
spruce and gentle. She knew 
all about him, and his tricks, and 
his telephone, aS any man-secre- 
tary would have done; but she also 
knew all about his household. Mr. 
Forrest was a woman hater, or 
rather despiser, by conviction, and 
presumed to govern alone; conse- 
quently the cook and Miss Astley 
did most of it for him” (The three 
dots do not indicate that Miss Sidg- 
wick has adopted the dotted style 
—only that there are some inter- 
vening, and unquoted phrases con- 
cerning Miss Astley.) Dermot 
Lane, cOmmonly and appropriately 
called ‘‘Mousie,” arrived upon the 
stage and upon Miss Astley’s hori- 
zon at the same moment. “He was 
one of three, as such gentlemen 
generally are; for Gratiano is noth- 
ing without his following.” This 
young man, who seems to have been 
preparing himself to play Lenin to 
a communist England, was an in- 
describably—at least undescribed— 
beautiful youth,. what in England 
{s called a “nailer.” irresistible by 
young ladies of all degrees, by 
elderly gentlemen with covetable 
motor cars and by Miss Astley. 

A Broken Engagement. 

He was also irresistible to Henry 
Wicken, the very nicest man that 
Miss Sidgwick, or any other novel- 
ist, or the demiurge, ever created. 
“Henry went to league of nations 
meetings, though he had a taste 
for something stronger, which he 
never betrayed”; he had also a taste 
for Erith Fleming, which he be 
trayed to the extent of being en- 
gaged to her.

TEXT AND PRETEXT 


M. ASHBY JONES 


Outsiders? 


“There has been entirely too much 
outside dictation in the now cele- 
brated Williams murder case in 


Newton county. To a people who 
believe in local self-government this 
outside interference is resented. 

This text which I have chosen Is 
the opening sentence of an edito- 
rial in a Georgia newspaper, headed 
“Outside Dictation.” I think my 
readers will be interested as 1 was 
in the viewpoint of this editor that 
the murder of eleven men in New- 
ton and Jasper counties was a local 
affair in which the rest of the citi- 
zens of Georgia were only entitled 
to an academic interest. 

This raises the very pertinent 
question, against whom did the mur- 
derer commit these unspeakable 
crimes? The editor quoted evidently 
feels that only the sovereignty of 
Newton county has been assailed and 
the welfare of the citizens of that 
county put in jeopardy. For this 
reason he protests against the in- 
terest shown by a number of Geor- 
gians outside of this county in see- 
ing that justice was administered 
as a Piece of “interference.” 

A Question of Responsibility. 

My fear is that this viewpoint is 
that of too large a number of people 
in Georgia and that this intensely lo- 


ealized sense of moral responsibill- 
ty will partially account for our 
terrible record of lawlessness. To 
leave each neighborhood as a law 
unto itself, with no consciousness 
of obligation to help to defend the 
judicial dignity or maintain the 
moral standard of the common- 
wealth, will inevitably rob our peo- 
Ple of that essential moral urge, 
which alone comes from a sense of 
obligation to others. If the editor 
whom I have quoted should follow 
his reasoning to its logical conclu- 
sion, he would be forced to the final 
decision that the murder of eleven 
men was a private affair between 
the murderer and his victims with 
which there should be no “outside 
interference.” 


No! The hour has come when 
every man in Georgia, no matter 
in what county he may live, must 


understand that he is a citizen of 
Georgia. responsible to the authori- 
ty of the state and responsible for 
the honor of the state. We can- 
not build our civilization until we 
can clearly see that any illegal of- 
fense committed by one man against 
another is an offense against or- 
ganized society and to that extent 
puts in jeopardy the rights or the 
Safety of every other citizen. For 
this reason the murderer of Newton 
county had committed a vital of- 
fense afainst every person !n. Geor- 
gia, and W. M. Howard appeared in 
the courthouse not as the prose- 
cutor of one Williams but as the 
defender of the sacred rights of 
the citizenship of Georgia. 


The Larger Relationship. 
But our editor may be treated to 
an even greater shock to his local 


consciousness. The murderer a 
the murdered in this Georgia coy! 
ty were also citizens of the Unita 
States, and the evidence seems ¢o9) 
clusiVe that these men at the tig 
they were put to death were beiy 
held in violation of the feder 
statuté. 

Here was a double crime, cos 
mitted against the state of Georg! 
and against our beloved repubjj 
There are a gooa many people wy 
need to be taught that there 
such a thing as local self-gover! 
ment, but it must always be y 
dedstood that it carries with itt 
imylication of a local responsibilij 
to the state, and then to the natiog 
al government. Georgia has ¢o 
mitted to its care and keeping tj 
safety and rights of all the citize 
of the United States within its co 
fines. 

But the United States governme 
demands that GeorSia shal! give ti 
Protection which is guaranteed 
the constitution of the Unité 
States for all of these citizens, 
To the Rescue of a Reputation. 

We just as well be honest wit 
ourselves. The record of our sta 
in the enforcement of its laws 
the past decade has not been 
enviable one. “Night riding,” lyncl 
ings, and unpunished murders, ha 
been so prevalent that the serio 
question has been raised all ove 
the nation whether persons at 
property are safe in Georgia.  W 
who live here know that the ove 
whelming majority of Georgiansa 
law-abiding citizens, and that 
the greater portion of Georgia pe 
sons and property are as safe 
anywhere in the world. The que 
tion we face is, shall a small mino 
ity or the people of Georgia bea 
lowed to put to shame the rest ¢ 
her citizens, while at the same tin 
ithey do a deadly injury to the pro 
perity of the entire state. 

Those men who backed W. } 
Howard in his defense of the sta 
in the Newton county murder tri 
are all Georgians who have fe 
keenly the disgrace which a fe 
men have brought to their belove 
State in the past. And this Georg 
editor calls them “outsiders” wi 
are ‘interfering’ with local right 
Instead of seeking to develop ino 
citizenship a sense of state pri 
and civic responsibility, this repr 
sentative of the press attempts 
hold these patriotic men before t 
public as examples of “meddleson 
dictators.” 

But despite the displeasure ¢ 
this offended editor, I believe thé 
the militant interest shown by thes 
Georgians in the Newton county tri 
is one of the most wholesome ays 
hopeful symptoms which has a 
peared In a decade. If their exar 
ple shall be followed by others, w 
shall put the criminal and lawle 
element on notice that they can n 
befoul the name of this state wit 
impunity.

send delegates to the Porto Roso conference, which, on April 30, is to

Prague to Salonica. 

We have now to consider the 
whole range of American declara- 
tions in recent weeks, beginning 
with the note to Berlin which 
warned Germany of American pur- 
pose in the matter of reparations, 
followed by President Harding’s 
ms Message to congress and completed 
by the officious statements coming 
directly from the state department 
and expressing the purpose of the 
United States to resume participa- 
tion in the economic discussions of 


have rejected the league of nations 
and foreshadowed a revision of the 
treaty of Versailles, so far as we 
are concerned, which draws the 
blue pencil through all but those 
clauses immediately affecting our 
rights and interests. We have de- 
clared for the speedy passage ofthe 
Knox resolution, which ends a 
technical state of war with Ger- 
many and we have thus envisaged 
the resumption of economic and 


probably of diplomatic relations 
with Germany.

ments with promises that America 
will at the same nroment agree to 
reductions of its claims upon its 
associates. The United States can- 
not argue that its associates of the 
war show greater consideration for 
Germany than it is willing to show 
to these same associates. Yet there 
is much talk now of “fixing repa- 
rations,” as if they had not been 
fixed, or the past fixdtion could be 
simply modified. 
Lesson of Conference. 

It seems to me that to assume 
that because the United States is 
manifestly affected by economic 
unrest in Europe and because this 


unrest is due in part to the ques- 
tion of reparations, we have the 
right or could acquire the privilege 
to procure a reduction of the sum 
total of German reparations is to 
imagine a vain thing. What the 
Harding administration has yet to 
learn is that for every concession 
to its own interests it must expect 
to pay in concessions to European 
interests. This was the final les- 
son of the Paris conference. 

It ay be assumed as axiomatic 
that the French, the Belgians and 
the Italians, and probably the Brit- 


ish, will not consent to any re- 
duction at their-expense of the sum 
of German reparations merely Dbe« 
cause such a reduction by restor- 
ing European markets would bene- 
fit the United States. If we are 
going to set up such claims we can 
only maintain them by entering 
into a new transaction. And it 
was transactions, after all, which 
ruined Mr. Wilson at Paris. 


Mr. Hughes has said over and 
'over._ again in public utterances, and 
his documents have indicated the 
same view, that the United States 
is intimately concerned with every 
phase of the world economic situa- 
tion. It is a favorite phrase, bor- 
rowed from official sources, that 
every American consumer and tax- 
payer is affected by the European 
situation. But it is not realized 
with sufficient clarity that tp ob- 
tain a bénefit for the same tax- 
payers and consumers we shall 
have to pay in kind. 
Others May Reject Pact. 

Moreover, and this point is capi- 
tal, since we have decided to re- 
ject all of the treaty of Versaliles 


which is not of benefit to us, is it 
unreasonable to expect that a simi- 
lar policy may presently be adopt- 
ed by one or mare European pow- 
ers. This brings me to the alterna- 
tive I have mentioned in my open- 
ing paragraph. If the treaty of 
Versaibles is mainly rejected by the 
United States why should it not 
be rejected by France? Certainly 
the objections are no more than 
technica! and the way of escape 
not fraught with too many legal! 
diffculties. 

Let us suppose, for example, that 
France should find in the present 
German attitude in a final refusal 


on May 1 to meet the condftions 
explicitly laid down in the treaty 
of Versailles warrant for action 
against Germany, which might 
amount in terms to a declaration 
of war, Let us suppose that 
France sees in that method an 
escape from a situation which is 
fully as unsatisfactory for her as 
that created by Mr. Wilson has 
been for us. Let us conceive that 
France shoujJd repudiate the work 
of Clemenceau as~we have “scrap- 
ped” that of Wilson. 

Certainly there is quite as much 
justification for the French. They 
resigned permanent occupation of 


the Rhine barrier in return for 
Anglo-American guarantee against 
German attack, unprovoked at- 
tack. But the American senate has 
not and will ,not ratify that treaty 
and the British ratification is 
valueless without the American. 
France has then lost security, in 
advance. In the same way France 
resigned her historic and economic 
claims to the Sarre basin, in the 
face of Anglo-American opposition 
and with the assurance of Ango- 
American financial and political 
assistance as a substitute. And 
neither the one nor the toher is 
forthcoming. 
France Is Loser. 

France has, in reality, lost every- 
thing which Clemenceau bargained 
for in the conference of Paris. She 


is now thrown back upon her own 
resources to collect any reparation. 
She has been compelled already to 
reduce her reparations claims, first 
in the original conference of Paris 
and thereafter in the various con- 
ferences from Spa to London. Aside 
from possession of the provinces of 
Alsace-Lorraine, temporary owner- 
ship of Sarre coal mines under 
league of nations’ direction and 
limited occupation of the left bank 
of the Rhine, she has nothing to 
show for her victory. 

Why then-Should not the French, 
following the American example, 
free themselves from the treaty 
of Versailles? They can do it by 
the simple recourse to a declara- 
tion of war for which German ac- 
tions have supplied and will con- 
tinue to supply a score of reasons. 
Following the declaration they can 
go to Berlin. There is no one to 
stop them. At Perlin they can write 
a new treaty of peace which in- 
sures them permanent occupation 
of the Rhine barrier and absolute 
title to the Sarre basin, which will] 
give to their Polish ally the equally 
clean title to Danzig and to the 
Silesian coal flelds. And at Ber- 
lin they can make final terms 
covering the whole subject of repa- 
rations. 

I am aware that such a program 
will seem to some of my readers 
fantastic and to others criminal. 


But, stripped of all] details, it repre- 
sents a very fair repetition of the 
American course. We founa the 
Versailles bargain totally unsatis- 
factory and. we repudiated it. We 
were able to repudiate before rati- 
fication, while the French legisia- 
ture ratified it on the express as- 
sumption that American ratifica- 
tion would follow promptly and 
automatically. The French have 
been caught where we escaped, but 
do they need to stay caught? Is 
there no way out for a nation, 
wholly united in sentiment and 
possessing the power to express its 
‘national purpose? 
France May Back Down. 

In my judgment such a French 
course will be made almost in- 
evitable if American decision to 


re-enter European discussions with 
the express purpose to avoid al} 
commitments and work solely for 
the protection of American eco- 
nomic interests is followed to its 
logical end. If the United States 
undertakes to set up a right to fix 
the sum of German reparations. 
while insisting upon maintaining 


the sum of aliied indebtedness to

Europe wants American co-opera- 
tion, one hears this assertion on 
all lips, and the truth is seif-evi- 
dent. But Europe does not under- 


gtand American co-operaton to be 
uni-lateral. France understands 
co-operation to mean assistance in 
collecting German reparations, not 
undertaking to reduce the sum to- 
tal of that reparations. All our 
former associates can understand 
a policy which seeks to reassert 
American “rights, that have been 
allowed to lapse, by American pas- 
sivity in past months, but which 
can be revived. So far the darding 
administration is on sound ground. 
Europe can also recognize, if it 
understands a little less easily the 
decision to have nothing to do with 
the league of nations that, too,:!s 
a matter of right. But the moment 
America undertakes to resume a 
place in Euporean councils, then it 
is just as plain as plain can be, 
that along with participation goes 
payment. If American business suf- 
fers from European’ unrest, if 
American interests will be benefit- 
ed by a restoration of real peace, 
them let America pay her share to- 
ward such a,result. This is the 
situation which American repre- 
sentatives will have to face. 
Reaction After Conference. 
The events of the months which 
have followed the Paris conference 
have had a French as well as an 
American reaction. The repudiation 
of Clemenceau is just as Dig a 
fact as the repudiation of Wilson. 


And Clemenceau has been repudi- 
whole 


conduct of the peace negotiations 
upon the conception of Anglo- 
French-American solidarity. The 
American people are accustomed to 
refer to concessions made by Mr. 
Wilson, which they regard as 
prejudicial to American _interests, 
with bitterness, but there is no 
less bitterness in the tone of a 


, Frenchman, talking of the conces- 


sions Clemenceau made to Mr. Wil- 
son and Lloyd-George. 

The treaty of Versailles counts in 
France for just as colossal a fail- 
ure as in the United States, and. in 
addition, .jt is reckoned a national 


catastrophe, since it has prejudiced 
s0 many vital French interests, 
which count for far more than the 
rather shadowy values represented 
in Yap or Mesopotamian oll. If the 
mass of Americans desire to escape 
from the control of the unpopular 
paragraphs of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, what shall one say of the 
feeling of the average Frenchman, 
whose Very existence, to his mind, 
is compromised by the document? 


In my judgment, then, it would 
be a mistake to overlook the fact 
that one consequence of the positive 
declarations of the Harding admin- 


istration in the matter of foreign 
policy may be the “scrapping” of 
the. treaty of Versailles by the 
French. [ do not think that there 


can be much debate over the asser- | 
tion in French lips that France rati- | 


fied the treaty under a total misap- 
prehension. She was promised cer- 
tain benetits and she paid in ad- 
vance. But the benefits have been 
withheld and cannot now be obtain- 
ed under any conditions. 


Way Out Is Plain. 
The way out, as I have said, its 
plain. The road to Berlin is open 
and a treaty of Berlin can easily 


cure the defects of the document 
made at Paris and.signed in Ver- 
sailles. The United States has repu- 
diated the treaty of Versailles, Ger- 
many has deliberately defied its 
provisions. The benefits France 
claimed and believed to be assured 
are lost, why should France “stick” 
when the United States has “quit” 
on’far less impressive reasons? 


Of course, if France goes to Ber- 
lin, American business will suffer. 
So will British. There will be criti- 
cism in London and in Washington. 


But will either Britain or the Unit- 
ed States undertake to secure for 
France the things which every 
Frenchman holds essential as essen- 
tial as the United States has held 
those rights, to preserve which it 
has repudiated the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, in all the ¢ssential details? 
Will either the American or British 
£overnments consent to share with 
France the expense of a joint mili- 
tary and naval operation to bring 
Germany to terms? Will the United 
States guarantee to France any of 
the things which France believes 
she can obtain by action now? 


What has happened is that just 
as in the United States the Wilson- 
ian doctrirfe of world association un- 


der the league of nations has been 
repudiated. in France the Clemen- 
ceau doctrine of Anglo-French- 
American association has been aban- 
doned as a phantom, not a reality. 
We are asserting here in Washing- 
ton, over and over again, each day, 
a policy which we describe ‘as 
American. But every’ returning 
traveler from Parts can testifv that 
in the French capital one hears just 
as frequent iteration of a policy 
which is there named French. 


Warrants French Action. 
The course of the Harding admin- 
istration in repudiating the league 
Of n@tions and al! but American cir- 


cumstances of the. treaty of Ver- 
sailles, which amounts in reality 
to abandoning the‘treaty, whatever 
the disguise of language employed 
must supply the French with pre- 
cisely that warrant, in fact, which 
they desire for a similar policy 
based upon even greater material 
considerations. If the American ‘be- 
lieves the treaty of Versailles did 
violence*to American independence. 
the Frenchman is not less firmly 
convinced that the same treaty cre- 
ated a permanent menace to French 
safety, that it left France at once 
financially ruined and militarily in- 
defensible. 

Now, exactly this state of mind 
and state of facts will have to be 
faced by Mr. Harding, by Mr. 


Hughes, by whatever distingulshed 
statesmen !t may send to Europe 
to represent the United States in 
any new or old international com- 
mission. America is to go. 80 offi- 
cial Washington asserts, to protect 
and advance American interests. 
But these interests have no pecu- 
liarly sacred character. They must 
take their place alongside British, 
French, Italian and Belgian in- 
terests. When there 
there will have to be a compromise. 


When we maintain our interests we |

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BETTER BUSINESS METHODS

RGANIZATION and advertising, 

as fundamental and basic fac- 
tors in the work of laying the foun- 
dation and byilding any successful 
business, having been considered in 
last week’s article, this article will 
be confined to credit*methods and 
accounting—the two essential fea- 
tures making for the continuance 
and maintenance of that business. 

Credit Methods. 

It would now seem that with an 
organization perfected, goods care- 
fully and d¢houghtfully bought, a 
corps of willing and interested sales- 
peopte and an advertising manager 
who knows that money has been 
provided for him to make the worth 
of his goods known, success 
been achieved. In fact, there 
very prevalent opinion that 
business succeeds in building up a 
large sales account it will “go over 
the top.” This is largely true if the 
selling is for cash and such margin 
has been provided as will allow for 
a handsome profit. But if, as is 
generally the rule, the goods are 
sold on time—thirty, sixty, ninety 
days and up—after a few weeks of 
large sales,

ment gives a serious consideration 
to a credit man... He must be a stu- 
dent of finances, well informed as 
to local conditions and, as far as 
is practicable, know the people with 
whom the concern would like to 
form business connections. 

It is very important that the cred- 
it manager be familiar with ac- 
counting methods since it often de- 
volves upon him not only to see 
that the accounts placed upon the 
books are safe, but that the pay- 
ments of them are forthcoming in 
such manner as will meet the re- 
quirements of the business. When 
the credit manager is not respon- 
sible for the collections he should 
co-operate with the collection man- 
ager from the time the account is 
created until the money in payment 
of it is safely in the bank. 

In many instances business pro- 
moters forget that after all of the 
foregoin advantages have heen 
taken there are other guarantees 
and securities which are of vital 
interest. We do not mean merely 
the insuring of the stocks of mier- 
chandise, equipment, etc., against 
fire and burglary and the bonding 
of all employees who handle funds, 
although these are vastly important. 
The safest insurance for any busi- 
ness today is a proper and adequate 
accounting system, so kept as to 
provide for a full and correct ac- 
counting at any time. 

Accounting. 

At the close of the business year 
the accounting department will, of 
course, make a full report as to just 
what has been accomplished and 
what profit had been made on the 
investment. However, we believe 
this report by the bookkeeper should 
not be sufficient, but that a dis- 
interested party should verify the 
report—this for the satisfaction of 
all at interest. The honest book- 
keeper or treasurer will invite such 
verification. In such report it is 
not only determined as to whether 
all funds have been accounted for, 
but just what profit has been real- 
ized or what loss has’ been sus- 
tained in the operation of each de- 
partment. It is not infrequent for 
a complete audit of a business to 
disclose the fact that one of its 
largest departments—one showing 
sales larger in proportion to the 
expenses than many other depart- 
ments—is really operating at a loss.

penses have not been unusually 
heavy, but when all facts have been 
taken into consideration the mang- 
ger, who prided himself that he was

The sell- 
ing price of the articles must be 
raised such a small margin as to 
not affect the trade, but at the same 
time to convert a losing proposition 
into a money-making one. 

No doubt the proprietors of some 
of our leading department stores 
would be startled if they knew the 
exact amount of profit or loss each 
department of their business would 
show were the net results of the 
year’s operations presented to them. 

While there are numberless other 
factors that go to make a success- 
ful business we believe the four 
great essentials have been touched 
upon briefly, two of which were 
considered in last week’s article. 
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OUR FOREIGN TRADE 


(The Dodge Idea) 


During the past year our export 
trade with Europe—our oldest and 
best customer—has fallen off very 


seriously. Exports have decreased 
in that short time nearly $720,000,- 
000 while,,on the other hand, im- 
ports have increased nearly $476,- 
000,000. 

This condition is due, largely to 
the difference in exchange which 
exists today and to a short-term 
credit basis which has dominated 
our foreign trade"“business during 
the past year. 

Germany needs raw cotton for her 
mills, but Pbviously, cannot afford 
to buy it with a currerncy worth 
less than ten cents to the American 
dollar; France needs American ma- 
chi ery and other’ products but 
wisely refrains from making pur- 
chases wth her currency worth 
less than one-third of its face 
value. 

American exports to the four 
principal South American countries 
during the past year showed a 
slight increase, as did our trade 
with Cuba. 

The more settled condition in 
Mexico during the last four months 
of 1920 is reflected in an 
of $75,000,000 in exports 
increase of $148,000,000 in imports. 
The present condition of Mexico 
leads to the conclusion that both 
exports and imports will total larg- 
er sums in 1921 than in any other 
previous year. 

Exchange drawbacks and lack of 
credit have hindered, in a serious 
manner, our international trade 
and our foreign trade expansion 
for this year will be measured by 
the manner in which exchange 
rates are equitably equalized and 
by the extent to which we _ co- 
operate with institutions that are 
in a position to place long-term 
credits at the disposal of countries 
in constant need of our surplus 
products. 

Our American industries should 
work harmoniously together toward 
a solution of the exchange and 
credit problems. A working solu- 
tion of these two important indus- 
trial matters would mean an im- 
mediate general revival and stimu- 
lation of foreign trade, and this 
export trade would be very pleas- 
antly reflected in added national 
prosperity and prestige. 

‘1 export business affords the 
manufacturer a natural outlet for 
surplus goods and creates a Dbusi- 
ness balance which means that a 
market for products is always 
available, regardless of the general 
business condition in any one single 
country.

Life Considered 
Selfish Doctrine 


President of Radcliffe Col- 
lege Warns Against 
This Viewpoint. 


dean of the faculty of arts and 
sciences at Harvard university and 
president of Radcliffe college, de- 
livered a lecture at the Garrick the- 
ater, Philadelphia, recently, under 
the auspices of the Unitarian Lay- 
men’s league. 

“The very nation that represses 
the individual proclaims its right 
to unchecked expansion as a nation, 
whatever the cost to its neighbors,” 
said Professor Briggs. “Yet, if ev- 
ery nation adopts such a doctrine 
the result is the crushing of all na- 
tions but one, or international 
anarchy. 

‘Whether with nations or with in- 
dividuals, the doctrine defeats it- 
self. If everybody is determined to 
lead his own life, nobody will at- 
tain his end, and nobody will be 
happy. 

“IT have often heard the doctrine 


'of leading one’s own life preached 
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io college students. It is partly 
true. The best servant makes the 
five talents ten; but the best serv- 
ant, having made the ten, returns 
the money to his master. In col- 
leges we see men developing ca- 
pacities which they ought to de- 
velop, but developing them for self- 
ish ends. We see this not merely 
in athletes, but in the studies, 

“The doctrine of leading one’s 
own life has of late been constant- 
ly proclaimed in regard to women, 
Who in this matter certainly have 
the same rights that men have, but 
the doctrine as it is sometimes un- 
derstood is not self-development: it 
is self-destruction leading to dis- 
loyalty and moral anarchy. 

“There is still room for Him who 
said, ‘Bear ye one. another’s bur- 
dens, and so fulfilk the. law = of 
Christ.” This generation should have 
taught us the peril of progress 
without faith and love. Though a 
nation or a world shall shut its 
eves to the ‘law of Christ,’ the law 
that ‘we hosoever wij! save his life 
shall lose it’ is vigilant and eter- 
naj,”’

With a single copy. The _ general 
standards of publishing firms are 
quickly ascertained by such obser- 
vation, for the constant use in a li- 
brary will rob a book of mere pret- 
tiness within a very short time and 
reduce a poorly bound book to a 
ragged collection of separate leaves 
in less time than it takes to pre- 
pare the book for circulation. 

Knowledge 6f publishers’ stand- 
ards and of the physical as well as 
the intellectual qualifications of 
particular editions is then a first 
essentia) for a book buyer of a li- 
brary, but here an even more spe- 
cilalized problem arises, for the 
matter of edition having been set- 
tled, there remains a choice of pub- 
lishers’ binding, reftnforced pub- 
lishers’ binding and special] library 
binding. 

The publisher’s binding is the 
only one considered in the Atlanta 
library for books other than fic- 
tion and juveniles; but fn buying 
these two classes of books, careful 
consideration of binding is neces- 
sary. 

Poblishers’ Rindings. 

To know what is meant by re- 
inforcing a publisher’s binding, it is 
necessary to know how the publish- 
er binds his book, and—to begin 
with—to understand that’ these 
books are not, properly speaking, 
bound at all, but merely pasted into 
a cover which is made by machinery 
in one part of the printing effice, 
while in other departments’ the 
pages are being printed, folded, as- 
sembled in proper order, sewed to- 
gether in one way or another, 
rounded and backed. As a final 
step before the case is fitted on, it 
is sewed together, group of print- 
ed pages, is provided with a strip 
of muslin down its back an inchand 
a half wider on each side than tne 
back itself, which inch and a half 
of muslin is pasted to the boardsin 
the case and forms the connecting 
link between the book and its cover. 
The last sheet at each end of the 
book is pasted down on the cover 
to hide all rough edges of the cloth 
used on the cover, and the strength 
of the book is the combined 
strength of the paste, the muslin, 
called the super, and these end 
papers. 

That this strength is thoroughly 
inadequate can be demonstrated by 
four or five circulations of a lfbrary 
book. Owing to the small number 
of times which books in the origi- 
nal publishers’ bindings could be is- 
sued by a library before mending 
and their rebinding became neces- 
sary, the committee on binding of 
the American Library associati 
made an effort in 1906 to induce 
the publishers to issue aé_e special 
edition for library use. and in the 
summer of last year Charles Scrih- 
ner’s Sons issued 1,500 copies of F. 
Hopkinson Smith’s “Tides of Barne- 
gat’ with the following binding 
specifications: 

1. The groups of sheets folded to- 
gether (called signatures) contain- 
ed not more than sixteen pages. 

® The first and last signatures 
had muslin pasted over the fold be- 
fore they were sewed to the other 
sienatures. 

® The end papers also were re- 
inforced with a strong piece of 
cloth down the fold. 

4. In sewing the sienatures to 
each other thev were also sewed to 
tapes extending across the back of 
the book and far enough on either 
side to be pasted with the super to 
the boards in the cover$ 

- A high grade muslin was used 
for the super. 

Reinforced Bindings Pay. 

To estimate the strength of this 
book it was necessary to consider, 
besides the glue, the super and the 
end papers, the strength given the 
end papers by the cloth pasted Over 
the fold, the strength of the threads 
used in sewing the end papers to 
the first and last signatures, and 
the strength of the tapes, the ends 
of which were pasted to the boards, 
in this way lending their strength 
to the joint.

three times that of the publishers’ 
binding, and in this day of poor pa- 
per the reinforced binding holds its 
own with the duration of the paper. 
The question of paper is, of course, 
a vital one in the longevity of 
books, and many American books 
are noticeably short-lived because 
in printing the sheets care is not 
taken to have the grain of the pa- 
per run across the page, which is 
the strong way for —o as it 
akes the stronger 1[9id. 
4 Th success of the “Tides of Barn- 
egat’” was greater for the library 
than for the publisher, as after a 
year or two of rivalry in this field 
publishers have almost, without ex- 
ception, given up the special library 
hinding. To m 
libraries two new types of book 
dealers have grewn uD. The first 
purchases books in publisher's bind- 
ings, removes the books gently from 
their covers, strenthenen the sew- 
ing, adds re-inforced end papers 
and a stronger super and replaces 
the book in the original cover. The 
second buys the book from the pub- 
lisher in separate sheets before any 
of the binding processes are begun 
and binds the books according to 
library specifications, using good, 
strong cloth or leather for the cov- 
er. The book bound according to 
these specifications. while not as at- 
tractive in appearance as those in

HARD TIMES OVER 
BUSINESS BETTER 


In Palestine, under the business- 
Iike administration of Sir Herbert 
Samuel, according to reports of the 
foreign agents of the American 
Express company, trade and indus- 
try are rapidly recovering from the 
wave of depression that set in in 
the spring of 1920.

Rebinding Problem. 

The matter of rebinding comes up 
for non-fiction principally as fic- 
tion is so largely purchased in the 
durable forms described above, but 
even fiction that has been rein- 
forced in the beginning is sometimes 
worth rebinding. 

Apart from the value of the book 
to the library, there are a number 
of questions to be answered before 
a book is sent to the binders, the 
most important of which are: Is 
the paper strong enough to stand 
resewing? Are the margins wide 
enough to allow for the necessary 
trimming? Is the book uninjured 
by injudicious mending? This last 
point 1s one that must be kept in 
mind constantly in the mending 
room of a library, for many books 
worthy in other respects of re- 
binding are so gummed up with 
paste in mending that they cannot 
be rebound and must be discardefi., 

As a first step toward rebinding, 
a book must be carefully taken 
apart, one signature as a time, and 
all. old threads, glue, paste, ete., 
removed from the back. Paste or 
warm water may be used to soften 
the glue, but care must be taken 
to prevent the dampness from pen- 
etrating the book. The book 
should then be examined, page by 
page, to see that there are no im- 
perfections and to repair any iIn- 


juries that may be discovered.

A thin coat of 
glue is applied to these edges s0 
as to hold the leaves together and 
a special process of sewing, called 
“overcasting,” is used to fasten the 
sheets firmly together. The suc- 
cess of overcasting depends large- 
ly on the amount of margin at the 
back so that care must be used in 
cutting to take no more of this 
margin than absolutely necessary. 
The usual steps of binding then fol- 
low. The value of rebinding is 
that for a comparatively small price 
a book is restored te a library that 
otherwise would be thrown away 
and in a form that outlasts many 
times the original form in the pub- 
lisher’s binding.

Big Barbecue Planned. 


Another monument to the great 
Progress of highway construction in 
Georgia will be presented to the 
public next Friday. when the new 
bridge across the Flint river, con- 
necting Taylor and Upson counties 
near Thomaston, will be opened with 
appropriate ceremonies, according to 
an announcement Saturday night 
a peate higMway department offi- 
cials. 

The bridge is located on state-aid 
road number three, Atlanta to 
Americus, and has been under con- 
struction for the past 
months. The new route shortens the 
distance between Atlanta and Amer- 
icuSs more than twenty miles. Be- 
Binning at Marietta, the designated 
route passes through. Atlanta, Hape- 
Ville, Jonesboro, Hampton, Griffin, 
Thomaston, Butler, Ellaville and 
other cities and towns. From Amer- 
icus the road extends through south 
Georgia. 

All along the route, a number of 
small roads connect with it, cover- 
ing a large territory which is thick- 
ly populated, making it one of the 
most jmportant highways in the 
State, according to officials. Among 
the towns in direct connection with 
the highway are Fairburn, Fayette- 
ville, Decatur, McDonough, Talbot- 
ton, Roberta, Knoxville, Fort Val- 
ley, Oglethorpe, Buena, Vienna, 
Preston Knoxville and Macon. 

“We are planning to make the cel- 
ebration of the opening of the new 
bridge one of the greatest in this 
section of the state in years,” said 
E. T. Nottingham, of Thomaston, in 
discussing the program for the day. 
“A big barbecue has been arranged 
and we are expecting to have pres- 
ent five to ten thousand people. A 
number of prominent citizens from 
Atlanta and Macon will attend, while 
addresses will be made by several 
leading men of the state.” 

Commenting on the opening of the 
bridge. Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
declared that every Georgian should 
be proud of the progress being made 
in highway construction in this 
state. 

“The program of the highway de- 
partment to connect every county 
seat in the state with a chain of 
modern highways is one which, when 
completed, will give Georgia a sys- 
tem of good roads that will com- 
pare favorably with any in the 
country,” he said. “Good roads in 
Georgia will indicate a progressive- 
ness that will be followed by other 
states. We cannot lose in such an 
investment. Every dollar placed in 
constructing highways is returned 
in so many ways it is impossible to 
estimate their value. The opening 
of the Taylor-Upson bridge is an- 
other stepping-stone toward our 
goal.” 

The state highway department 
will have all of its leading officials 
present at the opening.

Newspaper readers may recall that on the night of 
Friday, Feb. 18, Miss Foley awoke very suddenly from 
a realistic dream and ran into her mother’s bedroom 
with ner hand pressed to her throat. 

‘‘Mother!” she screamed. “I have just been 
poisoned!” 

A few minutes later, after going into acute spas- 
modic convulsions such as a poisonous drug would pro- 
duce, the girl died. 

But the autopsy, performed by experienced and skil- 
ful physicians, revealed the startling and almost in- 
explicable situation that Miss Foley had not a trace 
of poison in her system. And the same inquest abso- 
lutely determined that the girl died of organic convul- 
sions such as would be caused by the reaction of poison 
on a human system. 

This, in a paragraph, sums up the case of Miss 
Foley, who, according to profound students of psy- 
chology and psycho-analysis, was killed by her own 
imagination. In other words, it is asserted that so 

‘ + realistic was a dream the girl had of being poisoned to 
death that her mind, under the working of the subcon- 
scious influences, actually caused -her vital organs to 
experience the very spasms that a drug would have 
produced. Unable to throw off the belief that she had 
had poison thrust down her throat, her physical self 
completely under the control of her disordered and 
affrighted mind, death occurred to her. _ Plainly 
thought-suggestion, say those who studied the case. 

Robert H. Page, a distinguished psychologist of Los 
Angeles, Cal., recently wrote an interesting explana- 
tion of the case as follows:

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Scientists Are Deeply Interested in the 
Case of Miss Kathleen Foley, Who Only 
~ Dreamed She Had Been Poisoned and Then 


Expired Manifesting Symptoms of Poisoning. 


“The fact is bizarre only because of the infrequency 
of its incident, the unfamiliarity of the general public 
with psychic fact and in the field of psychic research 
and the very completeness and detail of that corollary 
of incident which so specifically and definitely indicates 
the true cause of her death. 

“In the instance of Kathleen Foley we have a wom- 
an of highly nervous temperament, easily subject to 
psychic suggestion and addicted to extraordinarily 
vivid dreams. Previously she had dreamed of an as- 
sault, also in her home, a dream so vivid and so im- 
pressive that its impression upon her was of ‘fact 
incident’ rather than of ‘dream incident.’ And _ so, 
on the night when she staggered, gasping and 
choking, into her mother’s room and insisted that 
she had been assaulted and poisoned, there can be 
little doubt but that she had just awakened from a 
dream of such incident, a dream so vivid, so realistic 
that it left its impress upon her subconsciousness as an 
incident of actual fact, an impress so vital, so conclu- 
sive that the pathological reaction to the psychic. sug- 
gestion was3 the precise symptomatic reaction to the 
poison her subconscious intelligence insisted had been 
forced upon her. Her subsequent death was the logical 
conclusion of the psychic suggestion even as it was of 
the pathological condition created by psychic sugges~ 
tion.” \ 

Remarkable as the case seems, there have been in- 
stances, time without number, where the imagination of 
the subconscious mind has produced just such strange 
effects. At the root of it all is pan-psychic hylozoism, 
one of the bedrocks on which the Christian Science be- 
lief is said to have been founded. Mind is superior to 
matter and. absolutely controls it, according to this 
theory, which is undeniably and irrefutably proved in 
such cases as that of Miss Foley. Mary Baker Eddy 
taught that it is possible for the human mind at all 
times to control the body, just as Miss Foley’s mind 
momentarily and so unhappily controlled her body un- 
der subconscious impulse. 

Some years ago, in order to prove the theory that 
the mind can be forced to exert such power over its 
fleshy envelope, scientists experimented with a prisoner 
condemned to death on the gallows. He was told that 
instead of being hanged by the neck until dead, he was 
to be put to death by bleeding. His informants as- 
sured him that it would be quite painless and that the 
end would come as peacefully as sleep. . 

His eyes were bandaged, he was divested of his 
clothing, and, covered with a sheet, he was placed on 
an operating table. Further to heighten his imagina- 
tion armed guards walked up and down the room, occa- 
sionally allowing their rifle butts to touch the floor 
with a hollow sound. Then his arm was pricked and 
as the needle was withdrawn from the puncture, a tiny 
stream of warm water, heated to blood temperature, 
was released and permitted to run across his left wrist 
where the artery supposedly had been opened. Run- 
ning over his arm the stream of warm water fell on 
the table and then trickled down into a basin so that, 
in the sepulchral quietness of the room, the drip, drip, 
drip was terribly audible to the man who thought he 
heard the sound of his life’s fluid escaping. 

As the moments passed the prisoner’s heart showed 
a change in action. Within ten minutes there was a 
greater change. As the drip-drip-drip continued he 
became more agitated and his heart actiop more irreg- 
ular. Eventually, after an hour, he died. And when

an autopsy was made it was discovered that his blood 
had practically changed to water. Then the an- 
nouncement was made at the time the incredulous pooh- 
poohed. But the facts had been proved to the satis- 
faction of the scientists. 

Mr. Page, in explaining the Foley case, gave a simi- 
lar episode in the following words: 

“Death through involuntary psychic suggestion is 
not without precedent. One of the commonest known 
instances occurred but a few years ago during the in- 
jtiation of a man into a fraternal organization. In the 
course of the ceremonies the novitiate was charged 
with some mythical offence and sentenced to death by 
decapitation. In grewsome and impressive procedure, 


,escorted by black-robed figures, he was brought into 


the execution room, beheld the executioner, red-robed 
and bearing the sanguinary axe, was forced to kneel 
with his head on the block and then, at a spoken word 
the executioner raised his axe and brought it down al- 
most to the neck of the victim, while at the same time 
another individual slapped a cold, wet towel down on 
his neck. In this instance the suggestion was too much 
for the victim, who expired with his head on the block. 

“Again to the student in the fields of psychic re- 
search, it is recognized that there is no known instance 
wherein an individual who dreams of falling terrific 
distances ever reaches the end of the dream, the con- 
clusion of the fall where, logically, he would crash at 
its end. The argument advanced presumes that where 
the dreamer dreams the conclusion of his fall the shock 
kills him. While this is a negative argument, the fact 
remains that there is no known instance recorded of 
anyone reaching the end of a dream fall.” 

The effect cf mind over matter is often seen in the 
so-called “birth mark” which mothers almost universal- 
ly proclaim is caused by pre-natal influence. Thousands 
of persons can exhibit these remarkable marks. Most 
can’t explain how they got them. But there seems tu 
be a logical explanation to a birth mark the writer has 
on his left arm, midway between elbow and shoulder. 
It is a perfect pattern of a leaf. It “blooms” in the 
spring and “dies” in the fall. He was born Feb. 26, 
1868. Did the fall of a leaf in the preceding autumn 
so startle his mother that the natural phenomenon re- 
sulted, or was she so impressed with the beauty of a 
new leaf the preceding spring that she handed to him 
this strange heritage? 

Scientists have proved that everything, the human 
body included, is nothing but a mass of vibrating parti- 
cles as tiny, perhaps tinier, than the electron. With 
the cardiograph science has proved that a thought actu- 
ally has power of imparting electrical energy. The 
beat of a heart registers about 1-1000 of a volt. This 
may be increased by an excitation of the heart caused 
by a thought. 

Thomas A. Edison recently advanced the theor; 
that perhaps the human body is composed of millions 
of living beings, each with an individuality subject only 
to the mind of the body controlling them. Does this 
explain why some men, refusing to admit they are old, 
remain young? Does it offer an explanation why 
everyone, in fact, dies? Does it indicate that “growing 
old” may be psychological, after all, a process that 
takes place among these atomic bodies because the con- 
trolling mind, knowing the span of human life, sub- 
consciously directs them to grow old when a certain 
age has been passed? 

There is much food for thought in the question.

Through an invention known as the “oscillophone”’’ Dr. 
Abrams saved the birthright of little Virginia Vittori of San 
Francisco, the disclaimed apd unloved daughter of Paul Vit- 
tori. These same resources were offered to banker James A. 
Stillman and his wife, the former Fifi Potter, on behalf of 
that pathetic scapegoat of their mutual fury, Baby Guy 
Stillman. 

The millionaire charged that the child was not his, but 
the son of Fred Beauvais, an Indian guide. Mrs. Stillman 
denied the charge. 

“A simple set of blood tests will settle the matter beyond 
question,’”’ says Dr. Albert Abrams. 

Why this offer was not immediately aocepted has never 
become known. In all that welter of charge and counter- 
charge that followed the projection of the Stillman case into 
the courts, the one person to whom no blame could possibly 
attach, was apparently unrepresented by counsel so far as 
his real interests were concerned. That Guy Stillman’s right 
to know his own father was a right superior to that of any 
other litigant, never seemed to be admitted. 

Despite the apparent skepticism of the Stillmans and their 
representatives, however, both the legal and the medical 
authorities who witnessed the submission of Dr. Abrams’ testi- 
mony in the Vittori case, have agreed that its effect: will be 
revolutionary, and Judge Thomas F. Graham, the judge of 
the court which decided the case, says it was one of the big- 
gest things established by medical science in years. 

If they are correct, the submission of all cases such as 
that of Guy Stillman, to the Abrams paternity test will be- 
come routine; these methods will grow to be commonplace 
accessories of the courts. A theme used impartially by life 
and art is lifted from the realm of the purely speculative. 
“Blood will tell” becomes an axiomatic truth of science along 
with the propositions of Euclid. 

Life and art, in fact, have vied with each other in build- 
ing problems around the fact of obscured paternity, since the 
earliest recorded history Of man. 

King Solomon had much the same problem that came 
before the San Francisco judge who decided the Vittori case. 
Solomon, however, had no Dr. Abrams among his minions so 
he was forced to fall back on his native understanding of 
human nature. When the two women, both claiming the 
babe, appeared before him, the King offered to slice the babe 
in two and give each a half. One mother agreed: the other 
protested in horror. The latter got the child. 

The age§ have ratified the wisdom of Solomon in this 
decision, but as a Georgia student of hereditary tendencies 
recently pointed out, he may have made a mistake at that. 


“Unquestionably he gave the child to the’ woman best 
fitted to rear it,” says this scientist, “but she may not have 
been the child’s mother.” Sentiment applauds the wise old 
monarch, but Science is in its habitual attitude of doubt. 
There was no blood test; no Abrams oscillophore demonstra- 
tion; so the question will probably remain in doubt until 
the end of time. ei om ID OLS

versally accepted that a child’s paternity is an unprovable 
fact. Goethe said we. must accept our children on faith. 
This is made the premise of a play by August Strindberg, 
the Swedish dramatist, called ‘‘The Father.”” By deliberately 
planting a doubt as to the legitimacy of his own child, in 
the mind of her husband, the heroine of this play succeeds 
in driving him crazy. A physician, one of the minor char- 
acters, is made to declare that science has no way of authenti- 
cating the claims of fatherhood. 


A variation of this theme is found in “‘Useless Beauty,” a 
short story by the French master, Guy de Maupassant. Here 
the Comtesse Mascaret, through motives of revenge, tells her 
husband that one of her seven children is not his, but she 
fefuses to say which one. Mascaret, who had been deyoted 
to all his children, now finds himself, because of this doubt, 
unable to love any of them. The science of his day knew no 
blood test to apply, so Mascaret found his whole life em- 
bittered. 

In one of Thomas Hardy’s Wessex Tales, ““‘The Imaginative 
Woman,” a father casts off his infant son after discovering a 
supposed infidelity of his dead wife which took place in the 
year that the child was born. The mixing of babies in the 
cradle has served the story writer’s purpose an unaccountable 
number of times. Witness “Pudd’nhead Wilson,” “Little Ala- 
bama,” etc., etc. No doubt it was one of the original seven 
plots. 

The whole implication of science and art, in fact, was 
that while the blood corpuscles of a man would differ from 
that of a dog or of any other species, the blood of two men 
would be alike. There could be healthy blood and unhealthy 
blood, but the properties thereof would be the same. 


During the war, however, a group of army surgeons 
came upon certain facts about the blood of a human being 
hitherto unknown and which seem now to have been a fore- 
cast of the discovery that Dr. Abrams was ultimately to make. 

The transfusion of blood from the veins of any one man 
to those of another was considered feasible and safe. The 
only condition was the person losing the blood should be 
healthy enough to stand the loss. True, deaths, resulted from 
time to time, following transfusion, but they were attributed 
to outside causes. 3 

Surgeons in charge of the analytical laboratory of the 
army hospital at Fort McPherson, Ga., discovered that cer- 
tain bloods wouldn’t mix; they were hostile elements, and

channel, resulted fatally to the patient ,concerned. The re- 
sult was that all transfusions after that were made between 
persons whose blood was found to have similar qualitative 
properties. 

Since that time there have been no deaths in the army 
directly traceable to blood exchange. 

Dr. Abrams, no doubt, would have said that the rhythm 
or rate of vibration should be approximately the same before 
transfusion was attempted. In any event, the point of dif- 
ference between the blood of two persons, according to his 
discovery, lies in their vibration rather than in their chemical 
content. 

It was the Vittori case that lifted Dr. Abrams to nation- 
wide prominence, but among scientific people he has been 
known as a sound and gifted pathologist for many years. A 
graduate of the University of Heidelberg, a fellow of the 
Royal Medical Society and for 12 years professor of Path- 
ology at Stanford University, his researches were responsible 
for the law of electronic reactions which is being used now 
by pathologists all over the world. 

Under Dr. Abrams’ instructions, Samuel O. Hoffman per- 
fected during the war an invention called the thermophile 
with which it was possible to detect invisible objects. Mr. 
Hoffman used these same principles and perfected under Dr. 
Abrams’ guidance another instrument known as the “oscillo- 
phore.” It is this device which Dr. Abrams uses in determin- 
ing the rate of vibration of a drop of blood. 

Called into the Vittori case in February of the present 
year, Dr. Abrams was asked to adduce proofs which would 
definitely fix the parentage of little Virginia Vittori, the 
three-months-old daughter of Rose Vittori, with regard to 
the man whose name she bore. Rose Vittori was suing her 
husband, Paul Vittorj, a San Francisco motorman, for the 
support of the child, but Mr. Vittori contested. He said: 
“The child is not mine.” : 

The presumption of the law was nullified by certain cir- 
cumstantial facts and the burden of proof was shifted to the 
mother. Science had shown tkat mere outward resemblance 
didn’t necessarily prove the fact of fatherhood and science 
so far as was known, had failed to develop any other test 
more definite and satisfying. It was at this juncture that the 
attorneys for Mrs. Vittori approached Dr. Abrams. 

A drop of blood from the veins of the father and. a drop 
of blood from the veins of the 3-months-old child were 
obtained. They were submitted to the action of the oscillo- 
phore. After completing the test Dr- Abrams announced that 
Paul Vittori° was without question the father of the girl. 
Superior Court Judge Graham accepted the proofs presented 
and ordered Paul Vittori to pay his wife $25 a month for 
the support of the child. 

This action constituted a precedent which lawyers believed 
would revolutionize legal practices involving missing heirs, 
disputed wills and all cases into which the question of per- 
sonal identity might enter. It was only natural, therefore. 
that pressure should be brought to bear upon Dr. Abrams for 
further information regarding his discovery. 
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Blood Test Made 


He then made known for the first time the theory back 
of the oscillophore. It was an application of the principle 
in physics that while like vibrations repel, unlike vibrations 
attract. Man, he said, was merely an electric machine in 
which the smallest determinable unit was not a cell but an 
electron. 

The test, as in the Vittori case, is performed as follows: 
The ‘‘radio-active energy’ of the blood is tested and con- 
fined to a capsule. This capsule is kept in motion on &a 
specially contrived pendulum. Like a tuning fork, this 
pendulum is sensitive only to influences that have the same 
rate of vibration. Into close proximity. with the capsule is 
then brought a drop of blood from another person. If the 
two rates of vibration are identical—as was the case with 
the blood of Virginia Vittori and Paul Vittori—-the vibrations 
of the capsule are halted. The rate of vibration of the blood 
of a known father and child having been determined similarly 
by previous experiment, the relationship is proved when the 
oscillophore shows an affinity between the two drops. 

By the same method, according to Dr. Abrams, the sex, 
race and state of health of an individual can be determined, 
his emotions and sex-impulses can be measured and the ap- 
proximate time of his death can be fixed many years in ad- 
vance. The scientist referred to a number of experiments 
already made. A man in St. Louis was told that he was 
Dutch, Italian and Swedish on his mother’s side and Irish 
and English on his father’s——all from a drop of blood ona 
postcard. And the diagnosis proved correct. 

When Dr. Abrams’ attention was called to the Stillman 
suit, he made the remark as previously quoted, that a simple 
set of blood tests would settle the question of Baby Guy Still- 
man’s paternity just as it did in the Vittori case. 

The pivotal point in this case, as in that of Vittori’s was 
the same question of denied parenthood. But when life 
decided to mimic art in this instance, it added a dramatic 
flourish that would have done considerable credit to the 
imaginative gifts of even de Maupassant. Not only were the 
principals in the suit and counter-suit drawn from the upper 
reaches of America’s moneyed plutocracy, but a final touch 
of drama was injected in the person of a man from another 
country and another race. The blood that flowed in the veins 
of Baby Guy Stillman was not his, declared James E. 8till- 
man, president of the National City Bank of New York, but 
the blood of Fred Beauvais, an Indian guide. 

Incorporated in the suit for divorce which the banker 
filed against his wife in a Westchester county court was a 
detailed charge of infidelity alleged to have been committed 
with this Canadian Indian. 

The Stillmans, it seems, owned a lodge in Canada where 
they frequently went on hunting trips and vacations. It was 
while Mrs. Stillman was living at this place called ‘“‘sti})- 
ness,” 60 miles up from Three. Rivers, Canada, that she met 
Beauvais, thén in the employ of her husband 

In reciting the alleged tale of the relationship between 
this copper-colored wooer and his wife, Banker Stillman in- 
voked not only circumstantial evidence, but the sworn testi- 
mony of various woodsmen and servants.

Where 
the domi exists science is declared to have shown 
that there will be close resemblance, not only in contour 
and general characteristics, but that the finger prints will 
be practically identical. 

The court failed to say, however, that it would reeognize 
the validity of proofs advanced on the basis of this theory, 
so interest in the Mendelian hypothesis waned so far as the 
case of Louise Madeline’ was concerned. 

The probabilities are that Louise Madeline herself, when 
she grows to maturity, will always carry a doubt in her 
heart no matter what fhe ultimate decision of the courts. 
The same thing has been said of little Guy Stillman. 

In the course of time, if the California precedent means 
apything, extended controversy over the possession of a 
child or the responsibility for a child will not be possible.

NDLESS are the legends, rumors and 
stories of famous jéwels that bring the 
possessor ghastly misfortunes. Among 
them all none but the record of one 

notorious pearl yields the true solution of 
the mysterious influence that lies behind 
the flash of some priceless diamond, the glow 
of a world-renowned ruby, the glittering 
lights of an emerald which has passed from 
owner to owner leaving its trail of terror.
